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U.S. Jet Hijacked to Vancouver 
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Boeing 737 of type hijacked 


A 19-year-old inductee into the U.S. army was 
taken into custody in Vancouver Thursday night 
after a hijacked jet plane with 92 passengers aboard 
landed safety at Vancouver International Airport. 

The plane, a Western Airlines Boeing 737, was 
en route from Ontario, Calif., near Los Angeles, to 
Seattle when it was hijacked by a man who faked 
a bomb and threatened to blow up the plane unless 
it. flew to Vancouver. 

A Western spokesman said no explosives or 
weapons were found either on the plane or in the 
possession of the suspect. 

At 12:30 this morning, no charges had been 


laid, and it was unclear whether the man could be 
charged in Canada or whether he would be returned 
to the U.S. 

Of the 92 passengers aboard the plane, 67 
were inductees Into the U.S. army who had boarded 
it at a stopover at San Francisco. The other 23 pas¬ 
sengers were not military personnel, but regular 
passengers. The plane also carried a crew of five. 

The Western spokesman said the plane was hi¬ 
jacked while it was over Medford, Ore., about 40 
minutes out of San Francisco. Medford is near 
Oregon’s southern border, about 300 miles south 
of Seattle. 


The plane was due to land in Seattle at 9:47 
p.m., but instead continued on to Vancouver where 
it landed safely at 10:23 p.m. No one was in¬ 
jured in the Incident. 

Vancouver airport had been on emergency 
alert when it was known the plane was headed 
there. 

Tlie suspect was arrested by the RCMP shortly 
after the plane landed. RCMP refused to divulge 
the suspect’s identity, but the Western spokesman 
confirmed he was one of the inductees.

President Nixon, reporting 
Thursday on the state of the 
world, said Russia appears to 
be building up a nuclear 
arsenal with “first strike” 
capability against land-based 
U.S. defences — and warned 
that 11 s vastly increased 
strength could “tempt Soviet 
leaders into bolder chal¬ 
lenges" in the Middle East 
and elsewhere. 

The result, he said, could be 
nuclear confrontation with the 
United States. 

Nixon also acknowledged 
that in Indochina Hanoi might 
regain the initiative and pro¬ 
long the war once toe bulk of 
American forces la with¬ 
drawn. 

He placed no timetable on 
the need for a continuing 
American presence in South¬ 
east Asia, but emphasized 
that toe price of a full U.S. 
withdrawal of troops from 
South Vietnam would be not 
only toe release of American 
prisoners or a political settle¬ 
ment in South Vietnam, but 
toe withdrawal of North Viet¬ 
namese troops from Laos and 
Cambodia as well as South 
Vietnam. 

In I960 Russia overtook the 
U.S. in the number of inter¬ 
continental ballistic missiles, 
Nixon said, and is gaining 
rapidly in deployment of 
a trategic nuclear weapons 
aboard submarines. 

“By any standard,” he said, 
"we believe toe number of 
Soviet strategic forces now 
exceeds the level needed for 
deterrence . . • 

“Even more important than 
toe growth in numbers has 
been the change in the nature 
of the forces the USSR chose 
to develop and deploy. Tliese 
forces include systems 
which, if further improved 
and deployed in sufficient 
numbers, could be uniquely 
suitable for a first strike 
against our land-based deter¬ 
rent forces." 

Clearly more pessimistic 
about Soviet-American rela¬ 
tions than he was a year ago. 
Nixon said the Middle East 
was "the most dangerous” 
problem because of a vastly 
greater potential for ap un¬ 
controllable Soviet-American 
collision.

Oil Slick Gums West Coast Beach 


By BARBARA McUNTOCK 

Resident* of the Tofino area 
got a glimpse Thursday of 
what might happen if an oil 
spill occurred near Vancouver 
Island - and an expert said 
they might be sighting toe 
same thing for yeanp. 

A federal official said the 
source of the spill was likely 
a tanker running between 
Alaska and another state. 


A small oil slick, believed 
to haSre come from a tanker 
pumping bilges in interna¬ 
tional waters, washed up on 
the sandy beach at Chester- 
man Beach, coating about 100 
yards of the beach with sticky 
dough-like oil. 

Traces of the oil were found 
throughout the rest of toe 
mile-long beach, and some 
was reported four miles north 
of that at Opitsat. 


In Victoria Norman Sewell, 
an expert an oil spills, said 
that such slicks were some¬ 
thing residents of such coastal 
areas were going to “have to 
learn to live with.” The ail 
washed onto the beach was 
inert, he said, and there was 
no satisfactory way to clean 
it up. 

He estimated the oil might 
stay on toe beach fpr between 
five and 30 years, being 


“distasteful” but doing little 
biological damage. 

Robert Baird, senior steam¬ 
ship inspector with the fed¬ 
eral transport department, 
said the oil could have come 
from a long way out in the 
Pacific, but was more likely 
to have come frogi a tanker 
moving between Alaska and 
the continental U.S. 

He said such small spills 
were not really the federal

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‘Guillotine’ Tempts Trudeau 


OTTAWA (CP) Prime 
Minister Trudeau spoke 
fondly Thursday of toe use of 
closure to out off opposition 
debate. Opposition Leader 
Robert Stanfield dared him to 
use it. 

Trudeau, speaking infor¬ 
mally in French in a corridor 
to a group ot Montreal 
university students, said “the 


parliamentary system is 
orumbling under its obsoles¬ 
cence and is unable to' meet 
its program” because of time 
consuming “clockwatching” 
talk by opposition members. 

One answer, he said, “is. to 
reform the parliamentary 
system and introduce the 
guillotine — closure — and 
then we take a vote ” 

Trudeau said the govern¬ 


ment reorganization bill — an 
omnibus measure that would 
create a department of die 
environment among other 
things — had been held up for 
13 days by the opposition. 

Stanfield, speaking later in 
response to Trudeau, said: 

“I’d like to see him use 
closure to force through a bill

When closure is mentioned, 
the prime minister said, “the 
newspapers, the opposition, 
the press, the students, die 
professors, say it is dicta¬ 
torial - they imposed die 
guillotine to end the debate 
and the people have a right to 
express themselves.”

Post-Cataract Care 


By O. C. TH08TE80N. M.D. 

. Dear Dr. ThOMleaoa: A few 
weeks ago I had a cataract 
operation on one eye. My 
doctor has cautioned me that 
for the rest of my life I will 
have to be careful not to bend 
over too far, "too far" being 
more than straight out from 
my waist, with the upper part 
of my body horizontal on the 
floor. 

I know two other people 
who have had cataract opera¬ 
tions and bending was never 
mentioned to them as hazar¬ 
dous in any way. What is 
your opinion?—Mrs. F.P. 

My opinion? It’s my obser- 
v a t i o n t hat precautions 
against bending ara 
customary for two months or 
so after the operation. It 
could be that your friends 
WERE warned but paid no 
attention or are past the 
restricted period. 

A cataract operation 
(actually, the removal of the

lens of the eye if it has 
become too cloudy to see 
through) doesn’t involve ex¬ 
tensive cutting. But it also is 
in a delicate part of the body 
and, tike any other part of the 
body, it needs time to heal 
firmly. 

Indeed, surgery in many 
other parts of the body often 
needs leas caution afterward, 
because a firm row of 
stitches holds the cut tissues 
in place. (That’s hardly 
practical for cataract 
surgery.) 

So — for a couple of months 
avoid bending. Hie mere mat¬ 
ter of position may not be 


as important as the fact that, 
when bending, you can hardly 
avoid having a sudden in¬ 
crease in internal pressure. 

My advice to you. Mrs. 
F.P., is to follow your 
doctor’s instructions. Hie re 
may be something special 
about your case, and I cannot 
dispute the instructions of the 
doctor who is taking care of 
you. 

Furthermore, you will be 
going back for some check¬ 
ups, and after your eye has 
had adequate time to heal, 
you can ask how careful you 
need to be in the future about 
bending. 

In summary! bending 
should be generally avoided 
for eight to ten weeks after 
surgery. From then on, 
assuming that the tissues 
have healed firmly, and with 
no complications, no particu¬ 
lar precautions are required. 
But before following that 
schedule, be sure you have 
your own doctor’s approveL

snooped on church groups and 
even kept files on the entire 
membership of one Texas 
congregation. 

Former army undercover- 
men told how they and 
plainclothesmen from compet¬ 
ing intelligence units some¬ 
times would trail each other 
in a “spy vs. spy" effort to be 
first with the latest inside 
dope on left wing groups. 

And a black Texas legis¬ 
lator, who said he had lost 
faith in his country, told of 
the "paranoia” and fear that 
has beset himself, his family 
and his friends since he 
learned that the army had 
kept him under surveillance 
for 10 years. 

The senate subcommittee 
on constitutional rights con¬ 
tinued hearings on military 
surveillance of political activi¬ 
ties, including the widespread 
use of dossiers and computer 
data on thousands of civilians. 

Texas State Rep. Curtis 
Graves, a Democrat, said 
Walter Birdwell of Houston — 
a former army intelligence 
agent — told him he had 
"seen a card file on every 
member of the Unitarian 
Church in San Antonio." 

In San Antonio, Unitarian 
pastor Rev. Rolfe Eberhardt 
aaid he did not mind the 
government investigating him 
because he would rather 
"have a clean bill of health 
than be under suspicion. 

"When anyone wants to 
Investigate me or the church, 
I say fine." 

Eberhardt said it was not 
the first he had heard of a 
military investigation but it 
was the first confirmation. 

"We have a great number 
of military people at the 
church," he said. "A lot of 
them have official clearance. 

"The Unitarian Church 
tends to be a rather liberal 
group. I know of at least one 
church — not in Texas — that 
was taken over by commies. 
The members discovered this 


when It was pretty far along 
and threw them out.” 

Two former army intelli¬ 
gence specialists at Ft. Car- 
son, Colo., testified that 
agents infiltrated a church- 
sponsored youth group in 
Colorado Springs suspected of 
stirring up anti-war sentiment. 
Even though the group was 
divorced from the anti-war 
movement, and confined itself 
to youth activities, they said 
it was placed on a chart of 
"a x t r emist organizations” 
right next to the radical 
Students for a Democratic 
Society.

Colley Sane 
At My Lai , 
Doctor Says 

FORT BENNING, Ga. (AP) 
— A United States Army 
psychiatrist described Lieut. 
William Calley Jr. Thursday 
as free of any mental impair¬ 
ment at My Lai 4hrao years 
ago. But the defence tossed a 
new idea at a court-martial 
jury — that the defendant's 
combat training might have 
left him involuntarily "con¬ 
ditioned to kill.” 

Defence psychiatrists had 
testified they found Caliey’s 
mental processes impaired by 
the stresses and strains of 
combat to the extent that he 
could not have premeditated 
murder. Premeditated mur¬ 
der, as charged by the 
government, carries a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of death. 

Maj. Henry E. Edwards, 
one of the three government 
psychiatrists who examined 
the 27-year-old defendant, was 
asked: 

"Did Lieut. Calley in your 
opinion, at the time of the 
alleged offence, have the men¬ 
tal capacity to premeditate?" 

He replied: 

"In my opinion he did. In 
my opinion there was no 
impairment of his thought 
processes on that date. The 
way he performed, he was 
responding to cues and 
stimuli around him.”

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Canada’s Double-Standard 


T3ECAUSE CANADA has taken the lead among 

Western nations in criticizing South Africa’s 
internal policies — namely apartheid — it is 
predictable that white South Africans should 
harbor some degree of resentment against Ottawa 
and perhaps even seek to retaliate in similar vein. 

Though the Pretoria government has not yet 
officially protested what it might reasonably 
consider to be Canadian interference in South 
African domestic affairs, it makes no secret that it 
now looks upon Canada as the champion 
hyprocrite of ah time. 

A recent edition of a South African 
publication points this up by asking a number of 
Interesting questions. It asks, for instance, just how 
“relative” the racial differences are between 
French and British in Canada and between 
Afrikaner and Zulu in South Africa. 

It asks if Ottawa is morally right in planning 
for French Canadians to live en francais but 
Pretoria morally wrong in planning for Zulus to 
live cn Zulois. It asks if the division of a mixed 
population into cultural districts In Canada is in 
accordance with the Christian message but similar 
divisions into separate states in South Africa is not. 

Is Pretoria wrong but Ottawa right, it asks, in 
taking legislative action to destroy revolutionary 
movements and maintain order? 

And, it continues, is terrorism in Southern 
Africa worthy of Christian support and terrorism 
in Canada not — where in both cases the terrorists 
are backed by the same revolutionary forces, and 


the 


give as the reason for their operations 
Dberation of their fellows from domination? 

It also asks, while terrorists are stacking 
arms in Montreal and along the Zambezi, are the 
governments of Canada and South Africa to stand 
by and do nothing? 

The journal then goes on to preach a little 
sermon to the people of Canada: "Around the 
world today — from the Sudan to Malaysia, from 
Lagos to Los Angeles — there is stark testimony 
to the hatred and violence that follow endeavors to 
include different people in the same society. But 
nowhere is the testimony more dramatic than in 
Canada today — one of the richest, most 
progressive and best favored of all nations. If 
British and French in its circumstances cannot 
amicably share the same society, can the 
reasonable man expect the Xhosa, the Hindu and 
the Afrikaner to do the same in South Africa?" 

It concludes that the present condition of 
Canada demonstrates the hazards of integration as 
well as the hyprocrisy of South Africa’s severest 
critics: when even the most righteous of them, 
finding themselves in circumstances similar to 
South Africa’s, behave as South Africa does. 

It is not difficult to find weaknesses In the 
arguments put forward by this South African 
journal. But, it must be added, neither is it 
difficult to find as many — or more — in the 
doublestandard policy Canada pursues at this 
time. 

Both could stand considerable thought. 


The Final Test 


A LMOST FROM THE TIME it was first con¬ 
ceived the Anglo-French Concorde has been 
in trouble. However, by the diligent application of 
patience, money, engineering ability and 
diplomacy the builders of the supersonic aircraft 
have overcome most of their difficulties and are 
now almost at the stage that production for profit 
can begin. 

Despite this it is still too soon to predict clear 
flying for the aircraft for it yet has to meet the 
problem of noise pollution — a problem that could 
well prove insoluble if public concern over 
protection of the environment continues to grow 
and spread. 

Already the State of New York is considering 
a bill sponsored by Assemblyman Andrew Stein — 
with considerable public support — which will 
limit the noise of aircraft to levels known to be 
safe. 

Though the bill Is not aimed at any specific 
aircraft, it could, if it passes, effectively bar the 
Concorde from landing anywhere in the state of 
New York if it does not meet noise control 
requirements. 

In a recent visit to Britain to watch Concorde 


tests, Mr. Stein said this: “We are not against 
supersonic aircraft. British and French technology 
is very impressive but it’s not effective if people 
are made to suffer ..." 

In answer to this thinly veiled threat the 
British Aircraft Corporation insisted that the 
Concorde .makes no more noise on landing and 
takeoff than existing jets. If this is true then it 
means that the Concorde will get by If the others 
get by and will fail the test if the others fail it. 

This also raises the possibility that if the Stein 
bill becomes law, even the Jumbos, the 707s and the 
VC lOs may be banned from New York’s great 
Kennedy airport with little hope of going anywhere 
else. 

Which in turn raises the interesting question of 
whether New York is really prepared to face this 
major deprivation. 

Meanwhile a Concorde team Is now tn that 
great city attempting to prove that the Concorde is 
no worse than other jets. If they succeed then the 
Concorde’s future in North America may be saved. 
If they fail, the new era of supersonic passenger 
transport could be postponed indefinitely.

The Impossible Solution 


HpHE UGLY CRISIS In 
1. Northern Ireland appears 
insoluble. Neither concessions 
to the Catholic and Protestant 
factions, nor stem security 
control, not even — were it 
possible — a period of 
government by winged arch¬ 
angels, offer a reliable solu¬ 
tion. Yet there exists one cure- 
all of blinding simplicity. 

This solution has every 
advantage: economic, strate¬ 
gic. political, moral. It would 
end one of the world’s oldest 
and most hurtful disputes. It 
would satisfy the world. It 
would delight the United 
States and the Russians would 
find their hands clapping. 

Quite simply this solution is 
to incorporate Northern Ire¬ 
land into the sovereign Irish 
Republic to its south. 

This reuniting of a small, 
divided island could be done 
in various ways. There could 
be a council of Irsiahd 
lording it over the two 
sectors. There could be a 
confederation, with Northern 
Ireland playing a Protestant 
Quebec to an Irish Catholic 
Canada. The province could 
be given even more self- 
government than it has now 
and its own stem traditions 
could be guaranteed and 
encouraged. Or it could 
simply become again one of 
the four provinces of an 
Ireland in which Dublin would 
be the political, and Belfast 
the industrial, capital. 

★ ★ ★ 

The advantages advertise 
themselves like trumpets 
from roof-tops. For the people 
of the Republic of Ireland it 
would be the righting of the 
wrong of partition that is so 
deeply felt that It kept them 
neutral in The Second World 
War. It would remove the last 
significant dispute between 
the two islands that must live 
together. As a result Ireland 
might even join NATO. 

For Britain it would mean 
the end of a great expense, of 
a political embarrassment 
and of a security problem. It 
would be no economic loss in 
that even now Ireland — 
whatever the extreme nation¬ 
alists may say — is econom¬ 
ically connected with Britain 
not by calculated exploitation, 
but naturally, as limbs are to 
a body. The future of 
Northern Ireland is not an 
electoral Issue in British 
politics, and the change would 
cause no imperial mourning. 
People would be grateful for 
a quiet end to the disorder 
and be grateful if it ended, 
once and for all, that curse of 
the generations which is 
called The Irish Question. 

The only discernible dis¬ 
advantage in such a solution 
is that it is utterly impracti¬ 
cal. 

Northern Ireland was 
formed in 1922. It was carved 
out of Ireland by a boundary 
commission that gave it large 
Catholic areas which yearned 
for membership in the nation 
of the south. These were 
Included — not quite honestly 
— for the sake of a logical 
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frontier and to increase the 
viability of the province. 

Northern Ireland was made 
an integral part of the United 
Kingdom; in law it is as 
British as Yorkshire or the 
Isle of Wight It is subject to 
the crown and to the Parlia¬ 
ment in Westminster to which 
it sends members. It was 
given a provincial parliament 
at Stormont, on the outskirts 
of Belfast. This can raise 
revenue and plan economi¬ 
cally, make laws that do not 
conflict with Westminster's, 
and it is responsible for its 
own internal security. 

★ ★ ★ 

In fact, its economy Is 
ailing and it requires massive 
financial subventions from 
Westminster — If only to 
maintain its social services at 
the British welfare level. In 
addition, its internal security 
is now virtually in the hands 
of the British army and of 
Whitehall Home Office ad¬ 
visers. 

When in 1921 Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Lloyd George 
signed the treaty with Eamon 
D • Valera's revolutionary 
government that set Ireland 
on the road to independence, 
an undefined Northern Ireland 
was excluded from Its provi¬ 
sions. The Northern Ireland 
leader, Sir James Craig, was 
In fact ready to take up arms 
rather than be incorporated 
with the Catholic majority in 
Ireland. And before the First 
World War. British army 
officers in Ireland were ready 
to mutiny rather than take 
part in any move to force 
Northern Ireland to take its 
place in a united Ireland 
enjoying only a limited degree 
of home rule. 

More than that, Britain 
gave a parliamentary pledge 
that Northern Ireland would 
not be incorporated into Ire¬ 
land without the consent of 
the Northern Ireland Parlia¬ 
ment. The population of the 
province is some 1,500,000. 
Two-thirds of these are 
emotionally involved in non- 
Catholic religions. And this 
population, of all classes and 
income groups, unfalteringly 
returns a huge Unionist Party 
majority. The Unionists are 
committed (it is the reason 
for their existence) to the 
British connection and are the 
local version of the British 
Conservative Party. 

★ ★ 

To hand Northern Ireland to 
the republic would be to 
break the pledge to the 
majority. A considerable part 
of that majority would fight 
despairingly to avoid incor¬ 
poration. And the violent 
expulsion of a part of the 
United Kingdom would repre¬ 
sent a curious historical pre¬ 
cedent. 

The government of the 
Republic is, of course, com¬ 
mitted to an end to partition. 
They have not suggested 
force as its solution and are 
content to be realistic and 
wait until the level of the 
social services In the republic 
can match those in the north, 
until they can digest the 
industry of the north without 
destroying their own, and 
until time and logic and 
cooled tempers bring about 
undramatlc reuni on. 
Naturally such a policy Is not 
s vote-catcher in the south, 
but most of the electorate 
stomach it. 

i* The Irish Republican Army, 
illegal in both countries, in tis 
several present forms is now 
the militant advocate of re¬ 
union now and at any price. 


They would make “Eng¬ 
lish” rule intolerable in the 
north. They see the British 
Army as an army of occupa¬ 
tion and the present crisis as 
a repetition of the struggle 
for independence. 

Even moderate Catholics in 
the north find it hard to 
denounce this expression of 
the pure tradition of Irish 
nationalism and harder still 
to betray its members. The 
uncomplicated attitude of 
these extreme nationalists has 
a considerable appeal — 
especially to the young, the 
humiliated and the dissatis¬ 
fied. 

Prophecies in Ireland are as 
useful as shouting into a great 
wind. No clearout and final 
solution can be seen. But then 
death is the only final solution 
that exists and the world Is 
scarred with major insoluble 
problems with which it has 
learned to live. 

★ ★ 

On a practical level, per¬ 
haps the violence will die of 
exhaustion and dwindling 
active support. (There can 
never be a final military 
solution in such a conflict). 
Then reform and improved 
government may begin to 
show results. Social justice 


might lessen the difference 
between the f actions. 
Northern Irish politics might 
begin to divide on social and 
economic Issues as they do in 
Britain. The complete educa¬ 
tional apartheid between 
Catholics and Protestants 
might be broken. There might 
be cautious contact between 
the republic and the north 
which would extend the co¬ 
operation that already exists 
in the supply of power and 
transport. 

★ * * 

Slowly the fear that leads to 
hatred, that leads to violence, 
that leads to the dethrone¬ 
ment of reason, might be 
lessened. A Protestant leader 
might on* day attend a 
Catholic funeral without fear 
of political ruin. And this 
most discreet and decorous 
and uncommitting courtship 
would receive whatever help 
Britain can give, and what¬ 
ever blessing the United 
States can spare from its own 
troubles. 

Such gradualism is treason 
to the patriots on both sides. 
It means going over old 
ground again. It is profoundly 
unexciting. But it is hard to 
see what else can alleviate — 
and perhaps in the end almost 
cure — a disease that has 
become physically and spiri¬ 
tually intolerable.

Better French 


From The Ottawa Journal 


Hist French should be a 
compulsory subject In Ottawa 
high schools is sufficiently 
complicated that the Ottawa 
board of education has 
nothing to apologize for in 
having publicly changed its 
mind. 

Ideally, every English 
student in Ottawa should 
emerge from high school with 
s working knowledge of 
French, just as French 
students should achieve 
fluency in English. But as 
most English persons who 
have studied French well 
know (for years French was 
compulsory in Ontario high 
schools), 30 or 40 minutes a 
day in a classroom do not a 
bilingual person make. The 
failure of the traditional 
academic methods of teaching 
French is the strongest argu¬ 
ment against making the 
subject compulsory. 

Enforcing French would 


also probably be counter¬ 
productive. Students with 
little aptitude for languages 
would resent the time taken 
away from other subjects. 
Self-motivation is important if 
a second language is going to 
“take” and compulsion is a 
deadly enemy to the right 
frame of mind. 

The board of education 
initially fell victim to its own 
good intentions. In drawing 
back from a compulsory 
French program, the board 
followed good pedogogical 
advice; it deserves credit, not 
criticism, for having admitted 
it had been wrong. 

But the board made no 
mistake in asking again for a 
report on how the teaching of 
French in the elementary 
grades can be made more 
effective. The first years are 
the crucial ones and it is here 
where education is continuing 
to fail.

A few days ago a court In Saigon sentenced two Catholic 
priest-journalists to nine months each in prison for publishing 
their opposition to the continuing war. It sounds like the 
United States. \ 

This war has produced more prisoners than just those 
American fighting men being held by the North Vietnamese. 
Not only prisoners, but people displaced; Laos and Cambodia 
are swarming with refugees now just as Vietnam once was. 

The civilian population of Vietnam, South and North, had 
to live under a rain of American bomba for years; now tha 
people of Laos and Cambodia have to live under it. And the 
government of Thailand says It suspects a North Vietnamese 
buildup in Cambodia near the Thai border, so, maybe the 
people of yet another nation will find out just what it means 
to feel the American presence in Asia. 

In the past, Washington tried to concoct moral 
justifications for American presence there, such as the 
argument that the United States had to guarantee that the 
people of Southeast Asia would have a really free choice in 
determining their own affairs. Then it tried political 
justifications, such as the argument that the stability of the 
world and the honor of the United States were involved. 

At least all that Illusion has been cleared away now. 
President Nixon in Ws press conference last week talked about 
one tfiing only: the use of power to achieve his own aims, 
whatever those are. 

He made it pretty clear that he is losing Interest in a 
political settlement and he claimed in effect that, if he wanta 
to, he has the power to carry the war to the enemy’s home 
ground. He even refused to deny that power to the govern¬ 
ment in Saigon, the power to move almost anywhere it 
chooses, with American air cover. 

So, the South Vietnamese are tied down in large numbers 
Just Inside Laos on the Ho Oil Minh Trail, tied down mostly 
because the weather and heavy anti-aircraft fire are holding 
off the 1,000 dally U.S. helicopter missions required to 
support the current Invasion of Laos. 

That gives vftu a fair picture of whose war this Is and 
whose it Is going to be as long as It continues. In the face of 


thla fact It la simply Impertinent for Nixon to have told 
reporters that American commanders assured him that the 
South Vietnamese fight very well. 

The only justification now being argued in Washington is 
that Nixon is indeed gettihg American fighting trooj* out of 
Vietnam. By the time the monsoons come in May, the 
number should be down to 284,000. By the time the election 
campaign gets under way next year the number should be 
down to about 100,000. 

Evidently, the White House judges that continuation of 
the war with American air power will be politically 
acceptable to the American people, If American Uvee are not 
being lost. The tragedy ef the war Is that this judgment may 
well be right. 

Almost the only check left an the use of American power 
is events on the ground. Nixon said so much, when he 
claimed that North Vietnam has to fight at the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail or give up any hopes of dominating the peninsula. 

But for six years, virtually all American military 
calculations and expectations have been frustrated by the 
amazingly patient strength of the enemy. 

You have to ask yourself, in conscience, whether it might 
not have been worse for Americans if all U.S. military 
expectations were realized. That an American should have to 
ask himself that kind of question Is the true moral measure 
of this war. 

There la another subtle aspect to this situation: the 
longer the war goes on, the more vulnerable the United 
States becomes to military challenge from many quarters. 
Americans have been fighting in Vietnam more than six 
years, with embarrassing results; the Vietnamization 
program has been spreading the war over Southeast Asia for 
a year with unhappy results. 

The military power of the United States Is obvious 
enough; its rent danger' bow lies mostly in the possibility of 
Its going completely berserk. 

The world seems to have abandoned America to Its folly. 
Up until 1969 leaders of the United Nations, the Pope and 
leaders of other governments repeatedly tried to convince the 
United States of the hopeless immorality of its actions. 

Now, tf you Natan carefully, you bear only silence, which 
must bo taken as despair. America Is left alone with its client 
allies In Asia, their armies, American planes, their tiger 
cages — and with the enemy, who has his determination, his 
homeland nod U.S. prisoners. 

Congress still has the authority to stop this war. but even 
there the feeling seems to be that, if the Laotian operation 
succeeds. It will have been politically acceptable, and nothing 
will be done. 
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Vietnamization Program Perpetuates War 

End Is Not in Sight 


Whatever the problems and 
prognoeee for the United 
States elsewhere in the world, 
in that one anguished comer 
where Americans and Asians 
have been killing and maim¬ 
ing each other for years the 
end is not in sight. 

Not only does President 
Nixon refrain from predicting 
a termination date of the 
American role in Jhe Indo¬ 
china war, or of the war 
itself, but in his second 
annual foreign pokey review 
he acknowledges that his 
much-heralded Vietnamization 
program might well perpetu¬ 
ate the war. 

That is exactly what critics 
of the / Vietnamization policy 
long have maintained: North 
Vietnam would fiercely resist 
on the battlefield any U.S. 
effort to improve South Viet¬ 
nam’s capability tq. fight its 
own war and thus avoid 
significant political conces¬ 
sions. 

In short, these critics claim¬ 
ed, North Vietnam would not

simply sit back and permit 
the United States to train and 
supply a powerful South Viet¬ 
namese army while withdraw¬ 
ing American troops as Sai¬ 
gon’s forces improved. 

Vietnamization, the critics 
said, would not only prolong 
the war, but might even 
enlarge it and stretch out 
America’s participation. 

But critics In both parties 
and Richard Nixon —as was 
the case with Lyndon Johnson 
and those who challenged his 
Vietnam policies — some¬ 
times do not speak the same 
language. 

For instance: With the 
Cambodian and Laotian inva¬ 
sions in the background and 
which Nixon hails as suc¬ 
cesses, he speaks of “winding 
down the war (as) my

Those Most Concerned 
Want No Part In the War

Life is peaceful and good in thid dusty 
riverside town, the headquarters of the 
Laotian military region that includes the 
Tchepone area, the target of the American- 
supported South Vietnamese thrust into Laos. 

Some think the climactic battle of the 
current Indoohina war could be fought in the 
Tchepone area, the heart of the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. But Tchepone is 70 miles east and the 
local military mien regard anything going on 
around the enemy supply trail as another 
war altogether — one between the Americana 
and the North Vietnamese. 

For this is Laos and it is believed that 
ideally war should be much less deadly than 
the version fought by the Vietnamese and the 
Americans. 

This attitude is supported by the officers 
of the headquarters here of the Laotian Third 
Military Region, which, while it has had its 
scraps with the CommunUts over the years, 
generally plays it low key. Some fighting 
does occur*#© the east, around the near 
fringes of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, where the 
Lao have some outposts, but neither side 
tries t<> make a big thing of it. 

The Lao army has its own easy going 
theory of warfare. It does not believe in 
vigorously moving its units, thrusting and 
parrying according to conventional military 
thought. Instead, the Lao wait in their 
outposts until they find that the enemy 


seriously intends to attack. Then they 
withdraw. 

This makes sense in the aotian context 
because unit commanders thereby lose few 
men or weapons. And it makes sense for the 
town, which survives. Savannakhet’s civilians 
enjoy peace and some benefits from the 
nearby Ho'Chi Minh Trail because the North 
Vietnamese shop In town for goods and 
intelligence. 

To all outward intents and purposes, life 
here is still extremely good. The shops, many 
of them Chinese, stock a variety of Danish 
beers ahd Scotch whiskies, as well as French 
mineral waters. T 

Life goes on as usual at the headquarters 
compound of Third Military Region. No 
guards or entrenched defensive positions are 
to be seen. Shade trees give the compound a 
pleasant restfulness and hardly anything is 
stirring. 

Staff officers return from lunch and siesta 
at 3 p.m. and planning begins thereafter in 
rooms whose walls are covered with maps of 
the several thousand square miles of 
territory in the military region. In actual fact 
the headquarter’s plans end at a line well 
this side of the Vietnamese border for 
everything in the region of the Ho Chi Mlnlv 
Trail is part of the other war. 

The prevalent feeling among those who 
live here and who are aware of the other war 
to the east seems to be one of hope that the 
North Vietnamese will muddle through once 
again because they have avoided bringing the 
war to Savannakhet with its 35,000 people. 


Cambodia end Laos by the 
increasing use o t American 
air power. 

All of Cambodia has be¬ 
come a Iwttlefield, and the 
future of that country is in 
grave doubt despite large 
doses of American aid. 

The suggestion also has 
been made that the Laotian 
“incursion” might well upset 
the fragile arrangement for 
the sharing of power in that 
cowitry and Invite communist 
expansionism there. 

The stated purpose of the 
attacks into Cambodia was to 
deny the enemy their supply 
bases along the border of 
South Vietnam so that Viet¬ 
nam ization and the American 
withdrawal could proceed un¬ 
hindered. Yet there are those 
who now fear that all of 
Cambodia may become an 
enemy bastion. 

Almost the year after 
Washington and the nation 
were jolted by the sudden 
dispatch of American and 
South Vietnamese forces into 
Cambodia purportedly to help 
validate the controversial 
Vietnamization policy, Nixon 
says in Ws foreign policy 
message: 

The (Vietnamization) 
policy fulfills our objective of 
reducing American involve¬ 
ment. It cannot, except over 
a long period, end the. war 
altogether. 

“Still, 1 f Vietnamization 
leads to perpetuating the war, 
it is not by our design but 
because the other side refuses 
to settle for anything less 
than a quaranteed takeover.” 

Since Hanoi won’t buy what 
President Nixon has offered 
at the Paris talks and Nixon 
has vowed there will be no 
additional concessions without 
some give by the other side, 
what then is the American 
objective? 

Although it was not stated 
so plainly in the president’s 
message, a White House 
official who briefed reporters 
put it thusly: The goal is to 
enable South Vietnam to 
stand on its own feet and 
permit the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces without turning the 
country over to the other 
side. 

That is clearly pie military 
and economic rattier than a 
negotiated route towards a 
solution. And how long will 
that take? The anwer Is not 
at hand. 

But Nixon candidly recog¬ 
nized some “sobering prob¬ 
lems" ahead in striving for 
that objective, such as: “The 
North Vietnamese have the 
manpower, the logistical net¬ 
work and the dedication to 
continue fighting if they 
wish . . . they still pose a 
considerable threat...” 

It has been a long war. It 
will be a longer war.

McDiarmid 
was alerted to the situation 
by-a telegram from chamber 
president William Silta. 

In an interview from 
Tofino. Silta said that the 
globules of oil were solid but 
flexible, "like hot dough." he 
said. 

Chesterman Beach, he said, 
was one of tha area's "moat 
beautiful beaches." 

Sewell, who 1* president of 
a company which manufac¬ 
tures machines to clean up oQ 
spills, said people should not 
be surprised when this oil

Israel Offer 

Will Detail 
Peace Terms

JERUSALEM — Israel will submit shortly to 
Egypt a series erf ‘specific’ proposals on frontiers, 
refugees and navigation guarantees which Israel 
wants Incorporated in an Arab-Lsradi peace settle¬ 
ment, informed sources said here Thursday. 

The proposals will be ac¬ 
companied by an Israeli as¬ 
sertion welcoming Egypt's 
latest. mid-February condi¬ 
tional peace offer, the sources 
continued. 

But at tha aame time, they 
went on, Israel will link with 
its proposals another declara¬ 
tion that Israel win not puH 
back to its pre-1967 Middle 
East war boundaries. 

Such a declaration, voiced 
repeatedly here, conflicts with

However, If Egypt responds 
affirmatively to the forthcom¬ 
ing Israeli proposals, sources 
here hinted, the Israeli gov¬

“This conference will not be 
In vain," the 84-year-old first 
prime minister of Israel tokl 
a wildly cheering and packed 
conference hall hers. “I have 
no doubt this conference will 
raise high the honor of Jews 
In Russia and In the eyes of 
the Russians themselves.” 

Ben-Gurion had been con¬ 
fined to his hotel with a 
severs cold ever since ha 
arrived here Tuesday. His 
mere appearance at tha 
Palais das Congress had a 
catalytic affect on the 750 
delegates from Jewish organ¬ 
izations In 38 countries meet¬ 
ing here to focus world 
opinion on the plight of more 
that three million Jaws in tha 
Soviet Union. 

But Ms appearance did not 
solve tha basic issue which 
split the oonfaranca — 
whether the moral outrage of 
an aroused world opinion 
would be enough to help tha 
Russian Jews or whether 
militancy waa tha only 
answer. 


A government committee 
has been studying intensively 
tha extent of such with¬ 
drawals — an issue most 
likely to causa trouble from 
those Israelis hare opposing 
any pullbacks.

Bond Buyers Get Greedy

loaded issue of 1970-71 Canada 
Saving Bonds are to be 
withdrawn from the market. 

As so often happens when It 
comes to a case of “forbidden 
fruit** many people who 
otherwise not be thinking 
•bout subscribing for the 
bonds are making a last 
minute effort to become 
bondholders. 

Indeed some individuals not 
satisfied with their limit 
holding of 125.000 of the bonds 
are looking for loopholes. 

Take the case of the 
husband who owns $25,000 and 
his wife who owns $25,000. He 
then takes out another $25,000 
In the Joint name of himself 
and his wrtfe. 

Is this permissible? Some 
people think it is, but others 
think not. 

Local offices which handle 
Canada Saving Bond sales in 


Victoria expressed their 
doubts, but were not sure. 
Some however felt that the 
regulations In connection with 

the present series left some 
loophole. 

I asked an official of the 
Bank of Canada in Vancouver 
for an opinion and he aaid 
that th$ terms of the offering 
were that "No person may 
hold more than $25,000 bonds 
beneficially eaoept through 
inheritance.” 

At the same time the 

question as to whether a joint 
application of husband and 
wife would be regarded as a 
"new” registration name 
aroused some doubt. 

The Bank of Canada 
•pokes man aaid that so far 
the perticular matter had not 
been brought to Ms attention.

Agent Blasts 
Insurance 
Companies 


LONDON, Ont. (CP) - Don 
McGhee of London, president 
of the Ontario Insurance 
Agents Association, Wednes¬ 
day accused automobile In¬ 
surance companies of '‘irre¬ 
sponsibility and insensitivity 
to public opinion.” 

This, coupled with "com¬ 
plete disregard for the future 
well being of the Canadian 
insurance industry calls for 
more effective control and 
supervision from the office of 
the superintendent of insur¬ 
ance than we have seen in the 
past few years," he eaid. 

McGhee spoke to 114 per¬ 
sons during a Joint meeting of 
the London Chapter, Insur¬ 
ance Institute of Ontario, and 
the London Insurance Agents 
Association. 

"As long as our underwrit¬ 
ing attitudes are prescribed 
from Baltimore, Philadelphia 


or Hartford, the insurance 
Industry Jn Canada is unlikely 
to gain the confidence of the 
Canadian motorist," he said. 

He said an example of 
"continued indifference to 
public reaction or opinion" by 
companies was "the deliber¬ 
ate chaos and confusion cre¬ 
ated with the introduction of 
the 1971 automobile rating 
program." 

Companies made changes in 
rating formulas and under¬ 
writing procedures without 
consulting first with agency 
associations at the federal or 
provincial level, McGhee said. 

"But what is even more 
distasteful is that these com¬ 
panies introducing plans de¬ 
signed to create selective 
marketing waited until after 
public announcement had 
been made of the new rates 
before showing their hand/'

"This would enable Canada 
to guarantee customers spe- 
olfic protein levels such as 13 
per cent and 14 per cent or 
levels lower and higher when 
sufficient quantities are avail¬ 
able," the announcement said. 

Overseas customers for 
Canadian grain have long 
sought protein-content guar¬ 
antees for their purchases.

But he said the United 
States in the past has opposed 
the idea as long as Russia 
refuses to allow on-site in¬ 
spections in the event of 
doubt about an underground 
event.

The results 
left Karen Magnussen, Canada’s 
brightest hope for a 1971 title, 
looking somewhat glum and 
deeply mired in fourth position.

It’s not over yet,” said the 18- 
year-old ice star from Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Nepela. who had led after the 
men’s school figures, continued 
his dominance in the free skat¬ 
ing, picking up a total of 2737.5 
judging points and 12 place 
points. 

Canada's lone male entry, 
Toller Cranston, 21, was sixth 
best of the free skaters but 
could manage no better than 
11th over-all because of his 
15th-place showing in the school 
figures. Cranston, Montreal- 
born skater who trains in To¬ 
ronto, had a points total of 
2491.6 in just falling to achieve 
his objective for this year of fin¬ 
ishing in the top 10. 


Runner-up to Nepela was Pat¬ 
rick Pera of France, who fal¬ 
tered badly in his free-akating 
show despite the urgings of 
most of -the crowd of 9000 spec¬ 
tators. He fell once, seemed un¬ 
certain at other times and 
wound up with 2706.7 judging 
points and 16 place points. 

Sergei Chetveruhin of Russia, 
who skated an unspectacular 
program and fell twice, was 
given third by Ihe narrowest of 
margins over John Hoffmann, 
15, of East Germany, who 
thrilled the house with his diffi¬ 
cult program. 

Miss Schuba, a 20-yeer-oJd 
brunette who works as an 
accountant in her mother’s 
•hop, recorded 754.8 points in 
the four school figures. The 
other two figures will be skated 
today and the women’s title will

Macdonald said the reason 
that farmers are selling their 
land to subdividers was partly 
the economic pressure of 
Imports, and partly the pres¬ 
sure of the real estate 
industry with the tremendous 
political pressure he said they 
put on municipal councils. 

John TUdalle (9C—Saanich 
and the Islands) appealed to 
Agriculture Minister Cyril 
Shelford to continue to press 
for continuation of the full 
program of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm in Cen¬ 
tral Saanich.

He said International chain 
stores are bringing milk in 
from the mainland instead of 
marketing looal milk, and 
suggested that they should be 
warned that unless they start 
using some local milk the 
provincial government would 
step in to offer protection. 

Shelford suggested that 
there is a great future In fish 
farming, which he felt would 
be the greatest source of 
protein in the future. 

Prairie farmers he said, are 
planting and harvesting fish 
in farm ponds with great 
success.

Doctors who admit patients 
to St. Joseph's Hospital told 
its board of management 
Thursday night that Greater 
Victoria cannot tolerate much 
longer any delay of the 
hospital’s future development. 

"The medical staff of St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, speaking 
on behalf of the sick of the 
Greater Victoria area, are 
anxiously awaiting a settle¬ 
ment of the prolonged nego¬ 
tiations regarding the future 
development of the hospital," 
says a resolution that was 
unanimously adopted at a 
general staff meeting earlier 
this week. 

Dr. J. L. Heffeman, presi¬ 
dent of the medical staff, told 
the board of management 
that doctors who practise at 
St. Joseph’s were anxious 
about what will happen 
"across the street.” 

He was referring to acquisi¬ 
tion of part of the grounds of 
St. Ann’s Academy by the 
Capital Region’8 hospital 
board for expansion of St. 
Joseph’s. 

Tliese controversial negotia¬ 
tions have been .going on 


between as many as four and 
five different parties for more 
than a year. 

The doctors’ Teaolution also 
said the hospital should stay 
in its present site and that, 
with the projected purchase 
of part of the St. Ann's 
Academy land, there is room 
for development that would 
bring the hospital to its 
optimum, efficient size for the 
future. 

"The question of who owns 
the land and the hospital is 
irrelevant to proper patient 
care,” said the doctors. 
"Suitable leasing arrange¬ 
ments can be worked out and 
already are w orking well with 
the Erie Martin Institute 
operated efficiently by the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital.” 

They added: 

"The Belleville Street issue 
has already been solved once 
and to revive this issue at the 
expense of the present, urgent 
needs of the sick is, in our 
opinion, wrong.” 

The regional hospital board 
is negotiating with the Sisters 
of St. Ann for about four 


acres-of property. The idea is 
that this site would be north 
of a re-routed Belleville Street 

However, it was disclosed 
during Thursday night's met¬ 
ing of the board of manage¬ 
ment that St. Joseph's has 
never been asked whether the 
site would l>e adequate for the 
hospital’s future needs. 

Fred Norris, chairman of 
St. Joseph's board, said there 
has been no correspondence 
as to whether the property 
would be suitable for any 
expansion that the hospital 
might propose. 

Dr. A. J. Wood, ohairman 
of the Southern Vancouver 
Island Hospital Society, the 
o w n e r -d e signate of St. 
Joseph's, also said there had 
been no correspondence on 
fiiat topic with his group. 

Also during the meeting, 
representative* of the medical 
staff reiterated their anxiety 
over an unused 30,000 square 
feet <m St. Joseph's sixth 
floor. 

This space, on the hospital's 
top floor, formerly was occu¬ 


pied by sisters who work in 
St Joseph's. To bring it into 
use, St. Joseph’s would have 
to spend about 590*000, the 
major portion of which would 
be for extension of the 
elevator shaft. 

The doctors have suggested 
that part of the area be used 
for a 12-bed intensive care 
unit — a replacement for tlie 
liospital's present, over¬ 
crowded four-bed ICU — and 
also provide space for some 
divisions in the patiiology 
department. 

Dr. Heffeman said there 
was no question that more 
intensive care facilities were 
needed because the hospital 
was doing more complex 
surgery as well as receiving 
more seriously injured per¬ 
sons from automobile and 
industrial accidents. 

Dr. E. G. Q. Van Tilburg, 
St Joseph’s executive direc¬ 
tor. confirmed there was a 
need for more such facilities 
but he pointed out no money 
was available in the hospital's 
present regional board allot¬ 
ment

saw the canoe upside down 
and drifting near the shore in 
another section of the lake. 

Near the canoe was a dog, 


which was soaking wet and 
appeared to be one Costain 
had seen in the canoe wjth 
the man. 

Matheson Lake is the 
centre of Matheson Lake 
Provincial Park. 

In the other incident Vic¬ 
toria police reported that 
Alfred Dendroff, of 1862 
Chestnut, a patient at St. 
Joseph's Hospital, died about 
3 p.m. an the hospital after lie 
had apparently fallen 20 feet 
from a second floor hospital 
window about 9:30 a.m. 

Victoria police said an 
Inquiry would likely be held 
into Dendroff’s death.

Employees of St Joseph’s 
Hospital Thursday night de¬ 
manded an explanation of 
why improvements to chang¬ 
ing rooms, promised three 
years ago. have not been 
made. 

In a letter to the hospitals 
board of management, the St. 
Joseph's unll of the Hospital 
Employees Union also said 
that money for tlie work has 
been available since a 
regional hospital referendum 
was adopted by ratepayers in 
1968. 

Dr. E. G. Q. Van Tilburg, 
the hospital’s executive direc¬ 
tor. read a memo that pointed 
out that 16 approaches have 
been made toward soiling the 
problems but all submissions 
have stalled with B.C, Hos¬ 
pital Insurance Service. 

The letter pointed out that 
about 100 female employees 
hare lockers in a public 
corridor. The only place in 
which they can change in 
privacy is one staff bathroom. 

The result is that most 
wear their uniforms to and 
from work, a practice that 
presents health hazards not 
only to patients but also to 
the workers’ families. 

Stale employees change In a 
room of the hospital's sub¬ 
basement. It formerly was a 
carpentry storage area and 
the carpenter complained that 
it was so damp that wood 
warped. 

Water and mud leak into 
the room through a crack in 
the concrete. During the 
summer, the fissure brings in 
mosquito larva. 

And to get into the room, 
employees must pass under a 
concrete beam that has a 
clearance of five feet, nine 
inches. 


Doctors Impatient 
With St. Joseph’s 
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Reid Centre: Willing to Go to People 


Vancouver developer J. A. 
Reid told a sometimes-cheer¬ 
ing, sometimes-jeering crowd 
Thursday he would gladly 
submit his 525 million Reid 
Centre proposal to a public 
referendum. 

"We don’t want to create 
anything the people don’t 
like, ” Reid said. 

The developer was one of 
three panelists discussing 
waterfront development at a 
meeting of the Capital 
Regional branch of the Com¬ 
munity Planning Association 
of Canada at tlie Empress 
Hotel. 

Tlie other two were John 
McLerrton, representative of 
IMarathon Realty, the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific subsidiary which 
lias proposed a 51 million 
development between Belle¬ 
ville and the Inner Harbor, 


and City Planner Geoffrey 
Greenhalgh. 

Tlie meeting got off to an 
orderly start as each of the 
panelists presented his view¬ 
point 

But when the meeting was 
thrown open to questions 
from the floor, tempers 
began to rise. A good portion 
of the cfowd let the speakers 
know that they didn’t want 
any high rise development at 
the Inner Harbor. 

When Reid told the meeting 
that economics must be an 
integral part of planning, a 
large group, including Mayor 
Courtney Haddock, shouted, 
"Hear, hear.” 

Reid, whose proposed de¬ 
velopment was to be built on 

Wharf aft the foot of Bastion 
Square, said the past contro¬ 
versy surrounding his

had been based on the 
assumption that people hate 
oities. 

"There are a lot .of people 
who love cities; make no 
mistake about that.

There 
has been a tendency to play

McLemon said developers 
can’t be blamed for wanting 
to make money, but it 
shouldn’t be forgotten that 
they also act as catalysts for 
a better environment. 

"Good cities aren’t built by 
governments; they aren't 
built with the strict regula¬ 
tions of a master plan; they 
are built with imagination.”

A master plan which would

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Envied Any Wombs Lately?

LOS ANGELES — In the old 
day* when society was male 
oriented, female envy of males 
was almost universal. 

But today a sexual revolution 
is under, way and it’s more apt 
to be the male who envies the 
female, a psychiatrist told a 
medical meeting here. 

Psychiatrists call this new 
phenomenon "breast envy" or 
“womb envy." in contrast with 
A the earlier day "penis envy.” a 
ter m coined by Freud to de¬ 
scribe the Victorian female's' 
envy of the male, said Dr. Judd 
Marmor. 


Males who envy women are 
reflecting a wish they could be 
freed of the burden of responsi¬ 
bility which traditionally has 
been a part of the male role, 
the psychiatrist told a press 
conference. 

Just as Freud thought female 
envy of the male to be a form 
of neurotic behavior, most psy¬ 
chiatrists today consider womb 
envy to be neurotic, he said. 

But Marmor. chief of paychi- 
a try at Cedars-Simii medical 
centre here, said he is not sure 
that it really is. 

‘To the extent that penis envy 
or woman envy reflects the 
failure to accept oneself, it Is 
neurotic. But I hesitate to call it 


either “normal or abnormal 
because It really reflects the 
changing relationship between 
males and females which is 
under way today," he said. 

"Normalcy and neurosis are 
relative terms," he said. “I 
think we are moving toward a 
society in which males and 
females will work equally. In 
this society there will not be 
envy of the opposite sex but 
acceptance of self." 

Today, he said, women right¬ 
fully expect to enjoy sex and be 
active participants — in con¬ 
trast with the old attitude that 
the woman’s role is to please 
the male. 


He said the women’s libera¬ 
tion movement is a powerful 
force toward making women 
live, as equals rather than as 
Inferiors in a male world. 

Contrary to some views. Mar¬ 
mor said, the women’s libera¬ 
tion movement is not an expres¬ 
sion of envy of males. 

"The healthy core of that 
movement is an assertive de¬ 
mand for rights they consider to 
be just. Calling it envy of males 
is a put-down. All they want is- 
to be equal," he said. 

Aa the revolution in attitudes 
toward sex, pornography and 
deviation gains momentum, it 
will appear, Marmor said, that 


a larger number of sexually 
abnormal persons are being 
generated. But in his opinion the 
opposite will be true in the long 
run because “the more open the 
society, the less deviation." 

Marmor, whose special inter¬ 
est is concepts of maleness and 
femaleness, said be is convinced 
the family will not fall as a 
victim of the sexual revolution. 

"But attitudes toward pre¬ 
marital sex, for example, will 
change, and I believe this is a 
good thing. It is unfortunate if 
two people get married because 
they are driven together by a 
sexual need. They might as well 
try it first to see if they can get 
along," he said.

Maclnnis also suggested Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson hire fresh economists for this proj¬ 
ect. He had previously said housewives could not 
participate in the government pension scheme be¬ 
cause it would be too difficult to calculate their 
imputed income.

Minister Ron Baaford pre¬ 
sented the proposal, hi# fre¬ 
quent opponent, Grace Mac¬ 
lnnis (NDP — Vancouver- 
Kingaway)'. moved that it be 
passed. Mrs. Maclnnis is 
especially interested in mark¬ 
ing of gooda by their prioe 
per unit of weight aa a means 
of effective consumer com¬ 
parison. 

The minister agreed, how¬ 
ever, with James McGrath 
(PC — St John's East) that 
the department already had 
the power to do such re¬ 
search. 

Baaford replied that In fact 
it was a valuable signal to 
industry that the committee 
is anxious to see the depart¬ 
ment engaged in such studies. 

The committee in a later 
sitting approved the bill and 
returned it to the Commons 
for final consideration. 

McGrath narrowly lost a 
fight to have proposed regula¬ 
tions under the bill published 
more widely than just in toe 
Canada Gazette. 

He argued that few people 
read the Gazette and that the 
public should have the oppor¬ 
tunity to express their views 
on proposed additions or 
changes to laws made under 
the authority of the act. 

He said publication of pro¬ 
posed regulations should in¬ 
clude notification in at least 
one leading newspaper in 
each province once a week 
for four weeks. 

Basford replied that his 
department is anxious to have 
comments on its proposals 
from interested persons. But 
he had been informed that the 
cost for such newspaper 
advertising would be con¬ 
siderable.

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How to Make 
Meeting Hop 


By JEAN SHARP 

TORONTO (CP) - A good, 
brisk, businesslike meeting 
begins long before a chairman 
calls it to order. 

It begins when the agenda 
and concise minutes of the 
last meeting are mailed out in 
time to be of use in prepara¬ 
tion. 

It begins with committee 
chairmen and members who 
do the work expected of 
them. 

Mrs^ D. W. McGibbon, 
leading a workshop for the 
IODE national executive on 
how to improve meetings, 
says it (s important to keep 
them moving quickly. 

Mrs. McGibbon is a past 
president of the order and 
experienced in a variety of 
organizations including the 
Dominion Drama Festival, 
University of Toronto senate 
and the Women’s College 
Hospital board. 

She told the workshop most 
voluntary organizations must 
find ways to speed up their 
response to events if they are 
to be effective today. 

“We are going to have to 
work out ways to work 
quickly, clear out the red 
tape. We are going to have to 
find out how we can move 
more quickly on issues we 
know something about.” 

One place to begin is with 
efficient meetings that give 
members a sense that their 
organization sets a demanding 
pace and involves everyone. 

She said meetings must 
begin and end on time. 

“If you don’t get all the 
work done, take the business 
to the next meeting. Get your 
agenda out ahead of time. 
How can people participate if 
they don’t know what to 
expect?” 


She said everyone should be 
prepared for a meeting, ready 
and able to discuss intelli¬ 
gently the subjects that might 
come up. 

"Why do our meetings go 
on so long? Thiy go on 
because we’re not/prepared." 

She said each committee 
chairman should read the 
newspapers with her special 
topic in mind and keep a 
folder of clippings on her 
subject. 

She said reports and read¬ 
ing of letters to an organiza¬ 
tion should be kept to a 
necessary minimum. Too 
often they absorb time that

should be spent on the current 
work of the meeting. 

U a committee chairman 
has a special comment or a 
plea to make, she should not 
surprise the meeting's secre¬ 
tary with it 

"Don’t get up and say you 
have nothing to say, then take 
five minutes to do It. In 
fairness to the people doing 
the work of the meeting, 
write out what you have to 
say, get up and say it in two 
sentences, give what you have 
written to the secretary then 
sit down.” 

Mrs. McGibbon said the 
atmosphere and physical set¬ 
up of a meeting slrauki allow 
people to feel comfortable. 

“The theatre setup is poor. 
Move chairs around infor¬ 
mally. Board tables are good 
for an officers’ meeting. Meet 


in small groups whenever you 

oan.” 

She suggested putting new 
members of an organization 
on a committee immediately. 
“All the committees might 
then be large, but new 
members should be partici¬ 
pating. If any members don’t 
come to oommittee meetings, 
drop (hem and try others.” 

She welcomed a suggestion 
that every member of a 
committee have a special 
area of research to be 
responsible for, and a way to 
involve them. 

She said study groups can 
be useful but chairmen must 
be people who are knowledge¬ 
able and know how to encour¬ 
age a group to work well. 

As a word of advice to all 
organization members, she 
s u ggested participation is 
necessary, but only when you 
have some thing to contri¬ 
bute. 

There is no “ sense in 
talking unless you know what 
you are talking about. There 
is no point in repeating what 
someone else has already 
said.

And like many other pee¬ 
rages in the bulky report, it 
was designed to provide a 
broadly aweeping view of the 
US. position rather than a 
detailed summary, leaving 
ample room lor action and 
Interpretation.

ments, there was little apc- 
cifle reference to Canada. 
Among hie 180 pages and 
65,000 word*, the word 
Canada appeared only tour 
timoa. 

Three of the mention, 
lumped Canada with other 
countries — In anti-pollution 
measures, foreign trade and 
space research. 

to none of the four men- 
tiona was substantial new 
ground broken In U.S. policy. 

But Nixon’s reference to the 
Canadian dollar brought aome 
private speculation from 
those acquainted with the 
prolonged and outXfiadng tug- 
of-war between the United 
States and eosne European 
countries about the deficit in 
the U.S. balance of payments. 

"Canada's temporary free¬ 
ing of iti exchange rata in 
May, MTO, demonstrated the 
potential utility of such a 
mechanism," Nixon said, 
using the word "mechanism” 
to describe the floating dollar. 
But he added that it "also 
emphasized the question of 
whether there Is s need for 
new International rules to 
govern Ha usage.” 

Nboon recalled the "recur¬ 
rent monetary crisis which 
punctuated the M60a,” when 
moat European currencies 
were revalued In terms of the 
U.S. dollar, and said he 
welcnmes "continued work” 
by the International Monetary 
Fund in the rules governing 
the flexibility of foreign ex¬ 
change rates.

Incomes ~Exorbitant ’ 


Alarmed by the "exorbitant 
Incomes” of some doctors, 
the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation announced Thursday it 
would stage a cross-Canada 
investigation into physician's 
earnings. 


Chemists, 
Public 
‘Need Link’ 


A closer relationship be¬ 
tween chemista and the gen¬ 
eral public is necessary for 
more efficient pollution con¬ 
trol, the Vancouver Island 
section of the Chemical Insti¬ 
tute of Canada was told at a 
meeting Thursday night. 

Dr. Leslie Shemilt, presi¬ 
dent of the institute and dean 
of engineering at McMaster 
University, Hamilton, told 
about 20 members of the 
institute at the University of 
Victoria that a large credibil¬ 
ity gap exists between chem¬ 
ists and the public. 

Chemists have a duty to 
become better ihformed in 
matters of pollution and must 
then pass that information on 
to the public "in an under¬ 
standable manner," Dr. 
Shemilt said. 

"Any action must-ii* based 
on both belief and knowl¬ 
edge,” Dr. Shemilt said. “The 
public must avoid any hyster¬ 
ical and ill-informed action." 

He blamed “scare head¬ 
lines" In newspapers and 
inaccurate advertising by In¬ 
dustries for creating the 
credibility gap. 

"Often we hear cries for an 
end to technology, where 
rationally what is needed is 
more technology and more 
chemistry.” 

He recommended literature 
which presented scientific 
data in layman’s terms as the 
best method of bringing scien¬ 
tists closer to the public. 


The CMA’s committee on 
medical economics will meet 
in Ottawa March 18-19 to 
work out the details of the 
investigation. 

The March issue of the 
CMA Journal noted that wide 
disparities of income exist 
between doctors who seem to 
have similar practices. While 
some of this can be explained, 
the Journal said, “the profes¬ 
sion has only partial, incom¬ 
plete and Inadequate 
answers.” 

Since the income probe is 
being conducted, essentially, 
by the doctors themselves, 
this seems to indicate the 
medical profession has come 
to realize it must keep its 
earnings in line — or someone 
else will do it. 

That “someone else” might 
be the government — a 
government that could put 
them on salaries, which many 
doctor say would be “social¬ 
ism." 

ir\ 

Doctors in B.C. for almost 
two years have been looking 
into the earnings of their 
peers, especially those of 
doctors that have been un¬ 
usually high. In that respect, 
the CMA’s announcement on 
Thursday does not set a 
precedent in this province. 

The B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion has published two reports 
that show the extent to which 
doctors have been watching 
each other in this province. A 
covering letter said the re¬ 
ports must be kept in such 


secrecy that they should not 
even be left in a hotel room 
in case the cleaning woman 
finds them. 

Nevertheless, here are 
some abstract from the 1970 
annual reports of the BCMA’s 
special committee on cost 
quality: 

"Firstly, the profession 
recognizes that both the gov¬ 
ernment and the subscriber 
(to a medical care insurance 
plan) have a right to the 
assurance that money for 
health care is wisely and 
properly spent and that the 
best possible ooat-benefit ratio 
is maintained. 

•“Secondly, the (B.C. Med¬ 
ical) Association believes it 
must take a closer interest in 
the potential of any part of 
the fee schedule to generate 
an excessively high income. 
We must ensure that rev¬ 
enues generated are in keep¬ 
ing with services rendered 

“Thirdly, the association 
must attempt to determine to 
what extent quality of care is 
eroded by the pressure of 
demand when the patient load 
is muoh greater than one 
would normally expect a 
physician to manage." 

The committee started with 
a list of 16 names of doctors 
whose incomes it considered 
were excessive. 

"In almost every case the 
committee has felt that there 
Is indeed cause for concern 
that the quality of care 
provided must inevitably suf¬ 


fer because of the enormous 
volume being handled.” 

The report went on to say 
that doctors must accept a 
responsibility for evaluating 
the quality of care. 

“We all are increasingly 
aware of the interest that 
government i s taking to 
assure Itself that public 
monies spent for medical care 
are providing proper and 
adequate benefits to the 
people of this province. No 
one is or probably ever will 
be in a better position to 
evaluate the cost-benefit ratio 
than physicians themselves."

Loffmark said he went to 
the premier as house leader 
to request the change in'time' 
table because he felt "there 
was no advantage to leaving 
charges and innuendoes unan¬

The minister came under 
attack earlier this session 
when Uberel Barrie Clark (L 
— North Vancouver-Seymour) 


called for his resignation on 
grounds that he had made an 
untrue statement to the house 
concerning a doctor Rudy 
Regehr, then the only doctor 
ki the community of Clear¬ 
water about 80 mile* north of 
Kamloops. 

Loffmark later filed corres¬ 
pondence with the House 
which contained a denial of 
the charge that he had 
questioned the medical com¬ 
petency of Dr. Regehr and 
said that he would look into 
his qualifications to practice 
medicine in the province. 

Clark then produced a 
transcript of a tape recorded 
conversation between L o f f- 
mark and Regehr In Van¬ 
couver last November which 
supported the charge he orig¬ 
inally made. 

Allan Williams (L-West 
Vancouver-Howe Sound) last 
week produced affidavits 
from three Clearwater hos¬ 
pital board members who 
were present at the meeting 
between Regehr and Loff¬ 
mark swearing to the ac¬ 
curacy of the transcript pro¬ 
duced by Clark. William* 
repeated the demand that 
Loffmark should resign. 

This week Premier Bennett 
told the house Loffmark had 
the full confidence of the 
government. And outside the 
legislature Dr. Scott Wallace 
(SC—Oak Bay) said he re¬ 
gretted the premier had made 
the issue a question of party 
support. Wallace said Loff¬ 
mark should make a state¬ 
ment to the House. 

Loffmark said Thursday 
night however when he went 
to the premier he had “no 
knowledge" of Wallace’s 


statement. He said the 
premier agreed there would 
be some advantage in dealing 
with health department esti¬ 
mates ahead of those of the 
attorney-general, labor and 
education which could take 10 
days. 

"After giving consideration 
to allegations made in the 
House concerning this matter, 
and subsequent allegations, 
and considering the length of 
delay I feel it would not be in 
the best interests and I have 
asked the House leader if he 
would consider advancing the 
time at which my estimates 
would be dealt with,” Loff¬ 
mark said.

I have always had a soft spot in my 
heart for the nasturtium, even though it 
Is considered “common" by the garden¬ 
ing elite, probably because It Is so easy 
to grow and no challenge to their skill. 
While the plant cannot survive any 
frost, it is tough and hardy in every 
other way and can go for weeks without 
a drink — something to remember for 
that summer cottage where you have to 
carry water by hand. 

When I was a boy, we had only two 
kinds of nasturtiums; the dwarf and the 
tall or climbing kind. Seeds were sold 
only in mixed colors, mostly yellow, 
orange and red flowers, with consider¬ 
able excitement when one of the rare 
maroon-colored flowers turned up 
among our plants. Nowadays we have 
tall, semi-tall, Gleam nasturtiums in 
bush form, dwarfs and very dwarfs, to¬ 
gether with the new Jewel strain, mak¬ 
ing compact, bushy dumps that carry 
their double flowers well up above the 
leaves. 

When we were kids, we would set up 
a tall pole In the backyard and string a 
number of cords from the top of the 
pole to stakes driven in the ground in a 
circle around its base. A climbing 
nasturtium seed was planted at each 
stake, and when the vines climbed the 


cords, we had an Indian wigwam, 
mysterious and exciting, with dim green 
light filtering through the wall of 
leaves. 

The leaves of the nasturtium were a 
constant source of entertainment for us 
kids. A Mg leaf would be plucked and 
held in the hollow of the hand, making a 
shallow cup, and a blob of water would 
be dropped in. The water could be 
rolled around, would split Into two or 
more parts, then run together again, 
Just like quicksilver, and without ever 
wetting the leaf. 

The flowers, too, were valued, for 
this was the only blossom from which 
we could sip nectar, like the bees. The 
trick here is to bite off the extreme tip 
of the long spur that sticks out behind 
the flower, then suck the honey-like 
fluid from within. 

Every try scattering a few nastur¬ 
tium flowers over the top of a tossed 
green salad? It gives a common salad 
an exotic, tropical look, and the blooms 
have the same mild, peppery flavor as 
the leaves. Nasturtium leaves, Inci¬ 
dentally. make a pretty fair substitute 
for watercress in sandwiches when 
young and tender and before the black 
aphids foul them, and the green seeds 
can be pickled in vinegar and used in 
place of caper sauce to go with mutton.

Some of the plant names in common 
use among gardeners are completely 
Incorrect and bear no relation whatever 
to the true botanical names. Not that It 
matters very much when we are talking 
among ourselves, for these are common 
plants well known to all of us, but these 
nicknames can cause a lot of confusion 
when you are writing to a friend in 
another country about your plants. 

The geranium, fbr instance, isn’t a 
geranium at all, but a pelargonium, and 
In international usage, foe term 
geranium is reserved for the Crime’s 
BUI, a very different plant from the 
scarlet flowers we set out in our 
window boxes and planters every 
spring. 


The Jerusalem artichoke isn't an 
artichoke and it Isn’t from Jerusalem — 
It Is a native North American sunflower 
with an edible root. The African violet 
isn't a violet but a Saintpaulla. although 
it IS from East Africa originally. 

And the term nasturtium really 
belongs to the common wateroraas and 
not to the colorful, drought-resistant 
annual flowers we grow from big, soft 
seeds. The plant we call nasturtium is 
actually a Tropaeolum, and the only 
thing it has in common with the true 
nasturtium — watercress — is the 
peppery flavor of its leaves.

We would be the 
last person in the world 
to deny the merits of 
that reliable old work¬ 
horse, the common 
finesse, but neverthe¬ 
less, there are times 
when taking a finesse 
is a temptation that 
should be firmly 
resisted. 

Taking this deal, 
where It may teem 
highly logical to finesse 
the queen of hearts on 
opening lead. The fact 
is that If you finesse, 
you go down. 

East wins the king 
and exits with the 
heart. Sooner or later 
you have to do aome- 
thing about the 
diamonds, and when 
you play them you lose 
three tricks in the suit. 

Thera is no method known to science whereby 
declarer can make sure of a trick with this diamend 
combination if he himself has to play it. Accordingly, he 
must endeavor to force the opposition to play it. 

In line with this, he must refuse the heart finesse. He 
puts up the ace at trick one, draws trumps and plays the 
K-A-x of clubs, ruffing the third one. 

Then be enters dummy with a trump, ruffs the last 
club, and exits with a heart. 

It would be perfectly safe for declarer to show his 
hand and claim the contract at this point, for whoever 
wins the .trick has either to open up the diamonds or 
concede a ruff and discard. In either case declarer loses 
no more than two diamond tricks. 

Why take a finesse which may lose the contract when 
refusing the finesse ensures it?

Parents Criticize 
School Standard 


QUAUCUM BEACH— 
Criticism of the standard 
of education at Qualicum 
Beach elementary school 
was made at a recent 
school board meeting.

systems. Kleos agreed with 
that suggestion. 

Another parent asked ter a 
fourth person, who had no 
specialized knowledge of edu¬ 
cational techniques, to be 
appointed.

‘Long Way 
To Go’ 

For Tenants 

OTTAWA (UPI) — Despite 
changes in the laws of a few 
provinces, tenants are far 
from achieving an equal 
position with their landlords, 
said a report released Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Council 
of Social Development. 

"Tenants in Canada have a 
long way to go to even up 
their unequal position with 
the landlords before the law," 
said Michael Audain and 
Christ Bradshaw, co-authors 
of the report — the first 
national study ever under¬ 
taken of landiArd-tenant legis¬ 
lation. 

The report dealt extensively 
with the situation of tenants, 
particularly i n low-income 
group*. "We have little trou¬ 
ble justifying thk. given the 
long history of landlord dom¬ 
ination,” said Audain and 
Bradshaw. 

"We are also conscious that 
the owners of rental property, 
who are becoming increas¬ 
ingly large developer-builder^ 
landlord corporations, have 
considerably greater financial 
resources and expertise at 
their command than the ten¬ 
ants whose cause we seek to 
advance," the authors said. 

According to the Audain- 
Bradshaw report, Manitoba 
ranks first among the prov¬ 
inces i n its "enlightened 
interpretation" of tenant 
rights. 

The report said Manitoba 
has an "easy-to-read piece of 
legislation" which includes 
the concept of a rental 
ombudsman, and the province 
has publicized its regulations 
widely

Harvey explained "following 
four days of hearings here the 
committeee prepared a report 
and that report was circu- i 
lated."

Harvey stressed "CAUT 
muot hear 100 complaints a 
year, especially over the last 
few years, and about 90 per 
cent are cleared up without 
hearings or any hiss.” 

The art professor explained 
the procedure that CAUT 
might follow after hearing the 
report. The executive will, he 
suggested, formulate recom¬ 
mendations based on the 
report and discussion Satur¬ 
day. These will be forwarded 
to the UVic administration. 
“Hopefully,” said Harvey, 
"they will comply ” 

If not then CAUT will take 
the matter to the full 
meeting of the general council 
in May. With the members’ 
approval, the UVic adminis¬ 
tration could be condemned 
or individuals singled out for 
criticism. 

A full meeting of the CAUT 
council could pass a motion of 
censure on the University of 
Victoria. 

In outlining the procedure 
followed by the professional 
lx>dy Harvey emphasized "the 
report our secretary Aiwyn 
Berland has is completely 
confidential and may never be 
released. But should the uni¬ 
versity not act on the recom¬ 
mendations of Hie weekend 
meeting within a reasonable 
time then the report may be 
made public." 

Harvey indicated CAUT 
was keeping "a watching 
brief on a number of other 
staff matters at UVic.”

Fire Damage 
Hits $8,000 


Because of an unusual legal 
situation, one person charged 
In a case Involving a reported 
$10,000 was released on her 
own recognizance Thursday in 
Victoria Provincial Court 
while another had bail set at 
$3,500. 

The reason for the differ¬ 
ence was that one of the two 
females is 17 years of age 
and the legal status of 17-year- 
olds in B.C. is uncertain at 
the moment. 

Vancouver Provincial Court 
Judge John Anderson ruled 
Jan. 29 that a federal law of 
last year that 17-year-old8 
must appear in adult courts 
should not apply and persons 
of that age should appear in 
Juvenile or family courts. 

A B.C Appeal Court judge 
In Vancouver is to sit today to 
hear a provincial government 
appeal against the ruling and 
may issue his decision in a 
week. Until then, cases in¬ 
volving 17-year-olds are being 
delayed and the accused are 
being released on their own 
recognizance. 

In the case before Judge 
William Ostler Thursday, the 
17-year-old and Mrs. Victoria 
Rene O’Sullivan, 20, of New 
Westminster, were charged 
separately during the morning 
silting with attempted utter¬ 
ing. 

The charge against the 17- 
' year-old mentioned a cheque 
for $419.16, the one against 
Mrs O’Sullivan mentioned a 
cheque for $427.25. 

During the afternoon sit¬ 
ting, Ostler said there was 


another information (charge) 
against the 17-year-old with 
“a number of counts*’ but it 
was not read- He also said 
there was an additional 
charge with nine separate 
counts of forgery against 
Mrs. O'Sullivan but it also 
was not read. 

The 17-year-old was re¬ 
manded to March 12 and 
freed on her own recogni¬ 
zance in the sum of $500. 
When bail for Mrs. O'Sullivan 
was being discussed, prose¬ 
cutor John MacIntyre said 
"the amount involved in these 
charges is the approximate 
sum of $10,000." 

Bail was finally set at 
$3,500 and Mrs. O'Sullivan 
was remanded to next Wed¬ 
nesday tor further hearing.

The resolution, sent to 
council by the city's finance 
committee, was to be sub¬ 
mitted to the annual conven¬ 
tion of the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Mayors and Munici¬ 
palities in Saskatoon in May.

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New Canadian Policy 


OTTAWA (UK) — Canada 
announced a new policy 
Thursday designed to keep 
virtually all foreign fishing 
boats at least 13 miles from 
Canada’s east coast. 

Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis said he was closing 
inshore waters on the east 
coast to vessels more than 65 
Met long. Most Canadian 


vessels in the area are less 
than 65 feet long, while 
virtually all the foreign 
trawlers are more than 65 
feet long. 

Canada recently adopted 
law's closing Inshore fisheries 
to foreign vessels, but these 
laws do not apply to certain 
countries which have fished 
the waters for centuries and 
have established rights under 
treaties and international law. 

The countries with tradi¬ 
tional rights Include Spain, 
Portugal, France, Denmark. 
Norway and the Faeroe Is¬ 
land! 

The ban on vessels over 65 
feet applies to Canadian aa 
well as foreign ships, and it 
thus effectively sets a 13-mile 
limit for the countries with 
traditional rights. 

The move did not resolve 
the problem of traditional 
fishing right* In the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and other large 
bodies of inshore waters 
which will be barred to most 
foreign vessels effective Fri¬ 
day. The waters will be 
closed by drawing “fish ckw-

Boeing 737 of type hijacked 


VANCOUVER (CP)—A hijacked jet airBner 
carrying 92 passengers and a crew of seven landed 
safely at Vancouver International Airport Hiurs- 
day night, and a man was taken into custody by 
the RCMP 

The jet, a Western Airlines Boeing 737 bound 
from Ontario, Calif., for Seattle, was hijacked over 
Medford, Ore., at about 9 p.m. Among the pas¬ 
sengers were 67 United States Army Inductees. 

An RCMP spokesman here said a "young man 
got up and reportedly said Take me to a foreign 


country.’ He threatened to blow up the plane with 
a bomb which was later found to be fake. 

“Vancouver being the closest airport in a 
foreign country, the pilot decided to divert the plane 
here,” the RCMP spokesman said. 

The jet landed safely at 10:30 p.m., and 35 
minutes later RCMP said they had a man in custody 
at their Richmond detachment. Late Thursday 
night no charges had been laid, and it was not 
known if the man would appear in court today. 

Police would not say If the man taken into 
custody was a serviceman.

port in suburban Richmond when word of the 
hijacking was received from Seattle. 

Strict security marked its landing, with the 
plane coming to a halt at a spot on the tarmac 
remote from airport buildings.

Residents of the Tofino area 
got a glimpse Thursday 1 of 
what might happen if an oil 
spill occurred near Vanoouver 
Island — and an expert said 
they might be sighting the 
same thing for years. 

A federal official said the 
source Of the spill was likely 
a tanker running between 
Alaska and another state. 


A small oil slick, believed 
to have oome from a tanker 
pumping bilges in interna¬ 
tional waters, washed up on 
the sandy beach at Chester- 
man Beach, coating about 100 
yards of the beach with sticky 
dough-like oil. 

Traces of the oil were found 
throughout the rest of the 
mile-long beach, and some 
was reported four miles north 
of that at Opitsat. 


In Victoria Norman Sewell, 
an expert on oil RpUls said, 
that such slicks were some¬ 
thing residents of such coastal 
areas were going to “have to 
leant to live with.” The oil 
washed onto the beach was 
inert, he said, and there was 
no satisfactory way to clean 
it up. 

He estimated the oil might 
stay on the beach for between 
five and thirty years, being 


"distasteful” but doing little 
biological damage. 

Robert Baird, senior steam¬ 
ship -inspector with the fed¬ 
eral transport department, 
said the oil could have come 
from a long way out in the 
Pacific, but was more likely 
to have come from a tanker 
moving between Alaska and 
the continental U.S. 

He said such small spills

When olofiure is mentioned, 
the prime minister said, “the 
newspapers, the opposition, 
the press, the students, the 
professors, say it is dicta¬ 
torial — they Imposed the 
guillotine to end the debate 
and the people have a right to 
express themselves."

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Presbyterians Use Trailer

FRENCH CREEK - Believed 
to be the only chapel of its kind 
in British Columbia a trailer 
serves the congregation of St. 
Columha-by-the-sea on the site 
at a proposed Presbyterian 
church for the Parksville-Quali- 
cum district. 

The first service was iveld 
recently in the trailer chapel by 
the Rev. Denis, Ms hood, min* 
istcr of St. Andrew's Pres by-" 
terian church. Nanaimo, who 
also hus charge of the new 


congregation of St Golumba-hy- 
th e tea. 

The Presbyterian congrega¬ 
tion was formed last September 
by Mahood to serve the district 
and services were held in live 
Catholic Church of the Ascen¬ 
sion at French Creek through 
the co-operation of the Catlvolic 
community. This was also re- 
Itorted to have been the first 
time for Presbyterian services 
to be held in a Catholic church. 

The trailer chapel is 40 feet 
long and can seat a congrega¬ 
tion of about 30 people. It is 
equipped with a pulpit, electric 
organ and communion table, all 


donated from other churches on 
the Island. A 75-year-okl com¬ 
munion set has been given to 
the chapel and. although the 
history of it has not been 
determined, it is believed to 
have come from a church in 
Victoria. The pulpit came from 
the American Reform church at 
Port Albemi, which was badly 
damaged by the tidal wave that 
followed the Alaska earthquake 
a few years ago. 

The young people of the 
Chinese Presbyterian church at 
Vicloria collected for two dozen 
bjbles and hymn books and 
donated them to the chapel. 


Various other items have »**en 
donated by grtnjps and indi¬ 
viduals and Mahood has ex¬ 
pressed deep appreciation for 
the support and help received 
for the project. He is proud of 
the chapel and has done much 
of the preparatory work for 
services. 

The dedication of the chapel 
is planned tills spring when 
alterations are completed. In 
the meantime services are held 
regularly on Sundays at 4 p.m. 

French Creek was qhosen as 
the site for a new Presbyterian 
congregation because it is the 
most central part of the Parks- 
ville-Qualicum district.

Areas of suggested invosts- 
gatioo included the number of f 
pupil* Relying tutoring from 
parents or t others and the 
number taken out of the 
school and sent to private 
schools. 

Klees said that many par¬ 
ents felt that thftir children 
were not receiving a satisfac¬ 
tory standard of education 
and hope that the air would 
be cleared as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

School board chairman John 
Fletcher asked if it would 
satisfy parents if the school 
was Investigated by a group 
consisting of. an educa¬ 
tion department representa¬ 
tive, one from the teachers’ 
federation and one from anoth¬ 
er school district who had 
k n owledge of educational 
systems. Klees agreed with 
that suggestion. 

Another parent asked for a 
fourth person, who had no 
specialized knowledge of edu¬ 
cational techniques, to be 
appointed. 

Klees said ♦hat the group 
should not confirm its investi¬ 
gations to school premise's but 
siiould go out into the com¬ 
munity and talk with the 
parents. 

Klees said that he would 
accept the findings of the 
group. 

Some parents said that 
their children needed extra 
help In karblng parts of the 
school curicultim. There was 
disagreement over whether 
he Ip- wit h home work 
amounted to speefal tuition or 
was something that almost all 
, pupils needed occasionally, 
regardless of the school they 


attend. Some parents said 
they had to give their chil¬ 
dren extra help with mathe¬ 
matics. among other subjects. 

Parents had meetings with 
school district officials and 
had written letters to them, 
but received had not received 
satisfaction, stated Klees. He 
said that the education stand¬ 
ards at the school had been 


deteriorating, especially dur¬ 
ing the last m years. 

Hie school board is holding 
private committee meetings 
to discuss the situation at the 
school. 

Qualicum school board has 
not yet taken a decision on 
what action will be taken on 
the request for an investiga¬ 
tion.

‘Profiteers’ 


‘Long Way 
To Go’ 

For Tenants 


‘Tenants In Canada have a 
long way to go to even up 
their unequal position with 
the landlords before the law,” 
said Michael Audain and 
Christ Bradshaw, co-authors 
of the report — the first 
study ever under¬ 
taken of landlord-tenant legis¬ 
lation. 


The report dealt extensively 
with the situation of tenants, 
particularly i n low-income 
groups. “We have Httle trou¬ 
ble justifying this, given the 
long history of landlord dom¬ 
ination,'' said Audain and 
Bradshaw. 


“We are also conscious that 
the owners of rental property, 
who are becoming increas¬ 
ingly large developer-builder- 
landlord corporations, have 
considerably greater financial 
resources and expertise at 
their command than the ten¬ 
ants whose cause we seek to 
advance," the authors arid. 


According to the Audain- 
Bradshaw report, Manitoba 
ranks first among the prov¬ 
inces i n its “enlightened 
interpretation” of tenant 
rights. 


The report said Manitoba 
has an “easy-to-read piece of 
legislation" which includes 
the concept of a rental 
ombudsman, and the province 
has publicized its regulations 
widely.

“There were approximately

"nice" through "harsh" to 
those threatening to report 
the establishment of regu¬ 
latory agencies.

Rosenbloom told the 
Colonist that letters of 
apology and explanation had 
already been sent out to all 
that had received complaints 
from his students.

*Td just like to forget 
about it," Rosenbloom told 
the Colonist. “Perhaps we 
should not have used the most 
severe criticism." 


Some 1,200 naval dockyard workers in Esquimau 
will lake a strike vote, probably next week, following 
rejection Wednesday of a federal treasury board wage 
offer. 


Rosenbloom explained that 
the purpose of the assignment 
was to determine the best 
manner of obtaining favorable 
results when writing letters 
of complaint. 

The quick response that 
was received, he said, indi¬ 
cated the degree of concern 
the firms have for their 
products. 


Tom Graham, West Coast 
president of the federal gov¬ 
ernment Dockyards Trades 
and Labor Council, said in an 
interview strike votes will be 
held both in Esquimalt and 
Halifax unless a “meaning¬ 
ful" wage offer is made. 


The council is made up of 
some 11 - individual trade 
unions with a combined mem¬ 
bership of about 3,000 — 1,200 
of them working in Esqui¬ 
malt. 


The council's contract ex¬ 
pired Qct. 1. 1970, and talks 
have continued since that 
time. 


“A number requested we 
send the product back and 
others have sent cheques to 
replace them. The cheques 
have been returned to the 
companies," he said. 


Tindall said, "Here are the 
people in the business com¬ 
munity supporting fund-rais¬ 
ing drives for the university 
and then having the con¬ 
fidence of their customers 
undermined like this. 


Graham said the treasury 
board had offered West Coast 
workers a 42-cent increase, 
compared with 27 cents 
offered their counterparts on 
the east coast. 


“At the moment they are 85 
cents behind the West Coast 
workers — this offer was an 
absolute in suit," said 
Graham. 


“It is atrocious." Tindall 
said. “This is a terrible 
situation to foster among 
business people.” 


He said the offer was 
rejected by workers on both 
coasts by a combined vote of 
95 per cent. 


The letters of complaint 
contained phrases such as 
“profiteers like you"; 
"shoddy merchandise”; "gar¬ 
bage like this"; and “lying 
about It (quality) In your 
advertising." said Tindall. 


Graham said the union and 
the treasury board had just 
completed a conciliation 
board sitting, which had 
recommended Increases of 42 
cents for the West Coast and 
37 for the east. 


"This was extremely short¬ 
sighted on the part of the 
instructor.” Tindall said. 
“The university must have 
some sort of public relations 
man or liaison with the 


A minority report had 
recommended 34 and 27-cent 
increases, noted Graham, and 
the treasury board had com¬ 
bined both recommendations 
in its offer. 


He said the rejection vote 
in Esquimalt was an unselfish 
move in support of the 
eastern workers. 

At the same time, he said, 
workers were aware of the 
need for unity between the 
eastern and western parts of 
the union. 


“If we allow this union to 
be split asunder by these 
wage offers, then we’ll bo 
anybody's patsies,” said 
Graham. 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Despite 
changes in the laws of a few 
provinces, tenants are far 
from achieving an equal 
position with their landlords, 
said a report released Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Council 
of Social Development. 


"This is really a fight for 
survival as one union on a 
national basis." 


He said Halifax ttorkers are 
already organizing their 
strike vote, and it is hoped 
the Esquimalt vote will coin¬ 
cide. 


Also at issue in the dispute, 
said Graham, are the fringe 
benefits such as annual and 
statutory holidays, severance 
pay and overtime rates.

Jet Hijacked to Vancouver 



Boeing 737 of type hijacked 


A 19-year-old inductee into the U.S. army was 
taken into custody in Vancouver Thursday night 
after a hijacked jet plane with 92 passengers aboard 
landed safely at Vancouver International Airport. 

The plane, a Western Airlines Boeing 737, was 
en route from Ontario, Calif., near Los Angeles, to 
Seattle when it was hijacked by a man who faked 
a bomb and threatened to blow up the plane unless 
it flew to Vancouver. 

A Western spokesman said no explosives or 
weapons were found either on the plane or in the 
possession of the suspect. 

At 12:30 this morning, no charges had been 


laid, and it was unclear whether the man could be 
charged in Canada or whether he would be returned 
to the U.S. 

Of the 92 passengers aboard the plane. 67 
were inductees into the U.S. army who had boarded 
it at a Stopover at San Francisco. The other 25 pas¬ 
sengers were not military personnel, but, regular 
passengers. The plane also carried a crew of five. 

The Western spokesman said the plane was hi¬ 
jacked while it was over Medford, Ore., about 40 
minutes out of San Francisco. Medford is near 
Oregon’s southern border, about 300 miles south 
of Seattle. 


The plane was due to land in Seattle at 9:47 
p.m., but instead continued on to Vancouver where 
it landed safely at 10:23 p.m. No one was in¬ 
jured in the incident. 

Vancouver airport had been on emergency 
alert when it was known the plane was headed 
there. 

The suspect was arrested by the RCMP shortly 
after the plane landed. RCMP refused to divulge 
the suspect’s identity, but the Western spokesman 
confirmed he was one of the inductees.

President Nixon, reporting 
Thursday on the state of the 
world, said Russia appears to 
be building up a nuclear 
arsenal with "first strike" 
capability against. land-based 
U.S. defences — and warned 
tliat its vastly increased 
strength could "tempt Soviet 
leaders into bolder chal¬ 
lenges" in the Middle East 
and elsewhere. 

The result, he said, could be 
nuclear confrontation with the 
United States. 

Nixon also acknowledged 
that in Indochina Hanoi might 
regain the initiative and pro¬ 
long the war onec the bulk of 
American forces is witli- 
drawn. 

He placed no timetable on 
tiie need for a continuing 
American presence in South¬ 
east Asia, but emphasized 
that the price of a full U.S. 
withdrawal of troops from 
Soutli Vietnam would be not 
only the release of American 
prisoners or a political settle¬ 
ment in South Vietnam, but 
the withdrawal ol North Viet¬ 
namese troops from Laos and 
Cambodia as well as South 
Vietnam. 

In 1969 Russia overtook die 
U.S. in die number of inter¬ 
continental ballistic missiles. 
Nixon said, and is gaining 
rapidly in deployment of 
s trategic nuclear weapons 
aboard submarines. 

‘‘By any standard." he said, 
“we believe the number of 
Soviet strategic forces now

Oil Slick Gums West Coast

Residents of the Tofino area 
got a glimpse Thursday of 
what might happen if an oil 
spill occurred near Vancouver 
Island — and an expert said 
they might be sighting the 
same tiling for years. 

A federal official said the 
source of the spill was likely 
a tanker running between 
Alaska and another state. 


A small oil slick, believed 
to have come from a tanker 
pumping bilges in interna¬ 
tional waters, washed up on 
tlie sandy beach at Giester~ 
man Beach, coating about 100 
yards of the beach with sticky 
dough-like oil. 

Traces of the oil were found 
throughout the rest of the 
mile-long beach, and some 
was reported four miles north 
of that at Opitsat. 


In Victoria Norman Sewell, 
an expert on oil spills, said 
that such slicks were some¬ 
thing residents of such coastal 
areas were going to “have to 
leant to live with." The oil 
washed onto the beach was 
inert, he said, and there was 
no satisfactory way to clean 
it up. 

He estimated the oil might 
stay on the beach for between 
five and 30 years, being 


"distasteful" but doing little 
biological damage. 

Robert Bail'd, senior steam¬ 
ship inspector with the fed¬ 
eral transport department, 
said the oil could have come 
from a long way out in the 
Pacific, but was more likely 
to have come from a tanker 
moving between Alaska and 
the continental U.S. 

He said such small spills 
were not really the federal

Canadian pipeline are "abso¬ 
lutely spurious." 

He said such tankers, pro¬ 
posed tanker routes, through 
international waters from 
Valdez, Alaska, to Washing¬ 
ton state ports, would take 
ships through a "no man’s 
land.”

This time, however, he is 
accusing the government of 
changing the roles to strip a 
single union — his own — of 
its powers, including the right 
to collective bargaining. 

As a result, if the order 
comes, he said “we will have 
to look at it in this new 
light." 

The strike, which encom¬ 
passes some 70 trucking and 
warehouse firms, was called 
only a day after the govern¬ 
ment passed a back-t< ►-work- 
resolution and almost imme¬ 
diately after the Automotive 
Transport Labor Relations 
Association formally' lifted its 
lockout. 

Double Attack 

The government's action 
was the result of a historic 
•Pi-hour debate Wednesday. 
Use of compulsory measures 
under the controversial 
Mediation Act (Bill 331 had 
not been debated in tlie House 
since the act came into being 
early in 1968. 

The resolution said normal 
operations should be resumed 
forthwith in the Interest of 
public welfare. To become 
effective, it would require an 
order from cabinet. 

Labor Minister Leslie 
Peterson came under attack 
from both labor and the NDP 
official opposition for his 
^promptness in serving notice 
of motion. This was one week 
ago today, the day the dispute 
began. 

The union struck one of the 
companies represented M y 
ATLRA and tlie association, 
as promised, countered by- 
ordering a lockout of the 
union by all member com¬ 
panies. 

.Action Lawful 

The key issue in the con¬ 
tract dispute is the Teamster 
demand for a struck goods 
clause - an agreement under 
which members would not 
have t o handle material 
brought from behind a picket 
line by non-union personnel. 

The all-out strike came as a 
surprise Thursday, but the 
union said it had legal advice 
that such action was perfectly 
lawful under terms of the 
Mediation Act. 

In one sense, it had a very 
timely court decision to back 
up its contention. 

An application made earlier 
by Melehin Auto Transport 


for an injunction to prohibit 
picketing by Teamsters at the 
comjxtny premises in New 
Westminster and district was 
dismissed Thursday in B.C. 
Supreme Court at Vancouver 
by Mr. Justice J. G. Gould. 

Gould ruled that when an 
employer or bargaining asso¬ 
ciation — in this case the 
ATLRA —• has given notice of 
a lockout, a union may go on 
strike without taking a vole 
or giving notice. 

Tlie union said it was 
legally able Thursday to re¬ 
taliate against all the firms 
that locked It out. 

There was considerable 
confusion, particularly in Vic¬ 
toria. 

The association had an¬ 
nounced verbally that the 
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Tempts Trudeau 


ment reorganization bill — an 
omnibus measure that would 
create a department of the 
environment among other 
things — had been held up ifor 
15 days by the opposition. 

Stanfield, speaking later in 
response to Trudeau, said: 

"I’d like to see him use 
closure to force through a bill 
involving so much Liberel 


patronage as that. We're 
going to stand and fight." 

When closure is mentioned, 
the prime minister said, "the 
newspapers, the opposition, 
the press, the students, the 
professors, say it Ls dicta¬ 
torial - they imposed tlie 
guillotine to end the debate 
and the people have a right to 
express themselves." 

“But certainly they have 
the right to express them¬ 


selves — but if they want to 
sj>eak for 20 days on each 
law. they should not complain 
at the end of the year that 
only 20 laws were passed 
insteud of many more." 

Trudeau said efforts to 
speed up debate introduced by 
th^government two years ago 
were blocked. "It does not go 
any 'faster than two years 
ago.'' 
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Reid Centre: Willing to Go to People 


Vancouver developer J. A. 
Reid told a sometimes-cheer¬ 
ing, sometimes-jeering crowd 
Thursday he would gladly 
submit Ids $25 million Reid 
Centre proposal to a public 
referendum. 

“We don’t want to create 
anything the people don’t 
like.” Reid said. 

Tlie developer was one of 
three panelists discussing 
waterfront development at a 
meeting df .the Capital 
Regional branch .of the Com¬ 
munity Planning Association 
of Canada at the Empress 
Hotel. 

The other two were John 
McLemoo, representative of 
Marathon Realty, the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific subsidiary which 
lias proposed a $1 million 
development between Belle¬ 
ville and the Inner Harbor. 


and City Planner Geoffrey 
Greenhalgh. 

The meeting got off to an 
orderly start as each of the 
panelists presented his view¬ 
point 

But when the meeting was 
thrown open to questions 
from the floor, tempers 
began to rise. A good portion 
of the crowd let the speakers 
know that they didn't want 
any high rise development at 
the Inner Harbor. 

When Reid told the meeting 
that economics must be an 
integral part of planning, a 
large group, including Mayor 
Courtney Haddock, shouted, 
“Hear, hear.” 

Reid, whose proposed de¬ 
velopment was to be built on 
Wharf at the foot of Bastion 
Square, said the past contro¬ 
versy surrounding his plans

had been based on the 
assumption that people hate 
cities. 

“There are a lot of people 
who love cities; make no 
mistake about that. They like 
sidewalk cafes, they like 
action, they like the things as, 
city offers them," he said. 

“We think our proposal Is 
exciting. This development is 
fantastic for the city of 
Victoria, but you have not 
been given both sides of the 
story.” 

A Colonist article last year, 
he said, had referred to 
developers as “money- 
hungry” businessmen. H i s 


reply to the Colonist had 
never been published. 

Reid repeated earlier state¬ 
ments that he is willing to 
sell the property (adjacent to 
the Ocean Cement plant) to 
the city. 

“But you must make up 
your mind,” he added. 

Reid defended his proposed 
development, stating that the 
three high rise towers consti¬ 
tute good land use allowing 
for a maximum of open 
space. 

“Above all, don’t forget this 
Is your city centre. It’s not 
the Saanich Peninsula. There 
has been a tendency to play 
down the economic factor of 


developing Victoria’s water¬ 
front.” 

McLernon said developers 
can’t be blamed for wanting 
to make money, but it 
shouldn’t be forgotten that 
they also act as catalysts for 
aTjetter environment. 

“Good cities aren’t built by 
governments; they aren't 
built with the strict regula¬ 
tions of a master plan; they 
are built with imagination.” 
McLernon said. 

A master plan which would 
strictly adhere to a policy of 
building low structures at the 
waterfront, somewhat higher 
ones behind, and highrlse 


buildings still further back, he 
said, would be “extremely 
dull.” 

Greenhalgh told the meet¬ 
ing that development of large 
tracts of land like the watei^ 
front area of Victoria’s Inner 
Harbor couldn’t be accom¬ 
plished without private enter¬ 
prise.

When someone from the 
audienoe questioned “the rush 
get the Reid Centre 
through,” he was interrupted 
by loud applause.

discussion. Victoria architect 
John Di Castri, said plans are 
fine, but an endless succes¬ 
sion of studies was sometimes 
being used to put off deci¬ 
sions. 

"And frankly, what we need 
right now is decision-mak¬ 
ing,” Di CaXtri added and 
again there was a loud “hear 
hear” from part of the 
audience. 

Somebody then wanted to 
know how much Reid had 
paid for the property, but 
Reid refused to answer. When 
a number of persons hissed 
and jeered, Di Castri called 
the meeting to order. 

“These gentlemen are not 
on trial. - You might as well 
ask them tor a statement of 
last year’s profit. I must ask 
you to adhere to the basic 
rules of courtesy,” he said.

Doctors who admit i»atients 
to St. Joseph's Hospital told 
its board of management 
Thursday night that Greater 
Victoria cannot tolerate much 
longer any delay of the 
hospital’s future development 

“The medical staff of St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, speaking 
on behalf of the sick of the 
Greater Victoria area, are 
anxiously awaiting a settle¬ 
ment of the prolonged nego¬ 
tiations regarding the future 
development of the hospital,” 
says a resolution that was 
unanimously adopted at a 
genera] staff meeting earlier 
this week. 

Dr. J. L. Hefieman, presi¬ 
dent of the medical staff. tnJd 
the board of management* 
that doctors who practise at 
St. Joseph’s were anxious 
about what will happen 
“across the street” 

He was referring to acquisi¬ 
tion of part of the grounds of 
St. Ann’s Academy by the 
Capital Region's hospital 
board for expansion of St. 
Joseph's. 

These controversial negotia¬ 
tions have been going on 


between as many as tour and 
five different parties for more 
than a year. 

The doctors’ resolution also 
said the hospital should stay 
in its present site and that, 
with the projected purchase 
of part of the St. Ann's 
Academy land, there is room 
for development that would 
bring the hospital to its 
optimum, efficient«ize tor the 
future. 

“The question of who owns 
the land and the hospital is 
irrelevant to proper patient 
care," said the doctors. 
“Suitable leasing arrange¬ 
ments can be worked out and 
already are working well with 
the Eric Martin Institute 
operated efficiently by the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital.” 

They added: 

‘"Die Belleville Street issue 
has already been solved once 
and to revive this issue at the 
expense of the present, urgent 
needs of the sick is, in our 
opinion, wrong." 

The regional hospital board 
is negotiating with the Sisters 
of Stjp Ann tor about four 


acres of property. The idea is 
that this site would be north 
of a re-routed Belleville Street. 

However, it was disclosed 
during Thursday night’s met¬ 
ing of the board of manage¬ 
ment that St. Joseph’s has 
never been asked whether the 
site would be adequate for the 
hospital's future needs. 

Fred Norris, chairman of 
St. Joseph's board, said there 
has been no correspondence 
as to whether the property 
would be suitable for any 
expansion that the hospital 
might propose. 

Dr. A. J. Wood, chairman 
of the Southern Vancouver 
Island Hospital Society, -the 
O w n e r -d e signate of St. 
Joseph’s, also said there had 
been no correspondence on 
that topic with his group. 

Also during the meeting, 
representatives of the medical 
staff reiterated their anxiety 
over an unused 30.000 square 
feet on St. Joseph’s sixth 
floor. 

Thig space, on the hospital’s 
top floor, formerly was occu¬ 


pied by sisters who work in 
St. Joseph’s. To bring it into 
use, St. Joseph’s would have 
to spend about $90,000, the 
major portion of which would 
be tor extension of the 
elevator shaft 

The doctors hkVe suggested 
that part of the area be used 
for a 12-bed Intensive care 
unit — a replacement tor the 
hospital's present, over¬ 
crowded four-bed ICU — and 
also provide space for some 
divisions In the pathology 
department. 

Dr. HeffemaiJ said there 
was no question that more 
intensive care facilities were 
needed because the hospital 
was doing more complex 
surgery as well as receiving 
more seriously injured per¬ 
sons from automobile and 
industrial accidents. 

Dr. E. G. Q. Van Tilburg, 
St. Joseph’8 executive direc¬ 
tor, confirmed there was a 
need for more such facilities 
but he [jointed out no money 
was available in the hospital's 
present regional board allot¬ 
ment. 


Area Mishaps ‘No-Sense* Attack Succeeds 

Claim Lives 
Of Two Men 


The body of a Metchosin 
man who is believed to have 
drowned in a canoeing acci¬ 
dent was found in an East 
Soolce lake Thursday, while in 
a separate incident in Victoria, 
an 83-year-old man died after 
apparently falling from a 
hospital window 

Sooke RCMP declined to 
release the name of the 
drowning victim, pending 
notification of next of kin. 

An RCMP siiokesman said 
the body was found abo ut 6 
p.m. by divers from CFB 
Esquimalt at the bottom of 
Matheson Lake, near Pedder 
Bay. 

The drowning was reported 
just after 2 p.m., he said, by 
Kevin C o s t a i n , of 1320 
Queens bury, Saanich. Costain 
told them he noticed a man in 
a canoe on the small lake 
about noon. 

He was hiking around die 
lake, he said, and at 2 p.m. 
saw the canoe upside down 
and drifting near the shore in 
another section of the lake. 

Near the canoe was a dog. 


which was soaking wet and 
appeared to be one Costain 
had seen in the canoe with 
the man. 

Matheson L a k.e is the 
centre of Matheson Lake 
Provincial Park 

In tlie other incident Vic¬ 
toria police reported that 
Alfred Dendroff, of 1862 
Chestnut, a patient at St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, died about 
3 p.m. in die hospital after he 
had apparently fallen 20 feet 
from a second floor hospital 
window about 9:30 a.m. 

Victoria police said an 
inquiry would likely be held 
Into Dendroff’s death. It was 
not known if an Inquiry or 
inquest would be held into the 
drowning.

An irate Saanich resident 
told Victoria council Monday 
aldermen should be better 
informed before making deci¬ 
sions. 

"Gentlemen, you make no 
sense,” Gerald Dewhurst of 
1665 Blair, told council and 
when he finished his speech, 
council debated the merits of 
his statements, and reversed 
an earlier decision. 

Dewhurt’s comments were 
triggered by council’s objec¬ 
tion to his plans to operate a 
rest home at 914 St. Charles 
in the city. 

The Victoria Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission recom¬ 
mended that council endorse 
Dewhurst’s application to the 
provincial government’s wel¬ 
fare department for a com¬ 
munity care facility licence, 
necessary to operate a rest 
home. 

(The department won’t 
issue the licence If the 
municipality in which the 

prospective rest home is lo¬ 
cated has objections.) 

Council decided against the 
planning commission'» 
recommendation, and turned 
down Dewhurst’s request for 
endorsement of his applica¬ 
tion on the grounds the home 
is located in the Rockland 
area which is governed by 
special zoning regulations. 

Previous attempts by Dew¬ 
hurst to get council’s support, 


several aldermen said, had 
failed, and nothing had 
clianged since. 

Aid. Clyde Savage said 
there are too many rest 
homes in the Rockland area. 
Aid. Hugh Ramsay told coun¬ 
cil this application was “an 
attempt to wear the Advisory 
Planning Commission down."

Employees of St. Joseph’s 
Hospital Thursday night de¬ 
manded an explanation of 
why improvements to chang¬ 
ing rooms, promised three 
years ago. have not »>een 
made. 

In a letter to. the hospital’? 
board of management. ; the St 
Joseph’s unit of the Hospital 
Employees Union also said 
that money for the work has 
been available since a 
regional hospital referendum 
was adopted by ratepayers in 
1968. 

Dr. E. G. Q. Van Tilburg, 
the hospital’s executive direc¬ 
tor, read a memo that pointed 
•Hit that 16 approaches have 
!*?en made tow-ard solving the 
problems but all submissions 
have stalled with B.C. Hos¬ 
pital Insurance Service. 

The letter pointed out that 
about 100 female employees 
have lockers ki a public 
corridor. The only place In 
which they can change in 
privacy Is one staff bathroom. 

The result is that most 
wear their uniforms to and 
from work, a practice that 
presents health hazards not 
only to patients but also to 
the workers’ families. 

Male employees change in a 
room of the hospital’s sub- 
basement. It formerly was a 
carpentry storage area and 
the carpenter complained that 
it was so damp that wood 
warped. 

Water and mud leak into' 
the room through a crack In 
the concrete. During the 
summer, the fissure brings in 
mosquito larva. 

And to get into the room, 
employees must pass under a 
concrete beam that has a 
, clearance of five feet, nine 
inches. 
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
